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PURSUING THE ASSASSINS

WO DEFINITE CLUE TO THE DUBLIN 
MURDERERS. 

AN IRISH-AMBRICAN ARRESTED ON SUSPICION 
-—-A REPORT THAT THE CAR-DRIVER WAS 
ALSO MURDERED—SEVERE MEASURES 
AGAINST IRELAND EXPECTED—THE CABI- 
NET MINISTERS CLOSELY GUARDED. 

/ Dousirin, May 8.—A man named Charles 

‘Moore was arrested on suspicion at Maynooth 

Jast evening. He had traveled by the 4 o’clock 

‘train from Dublin. He stated that he had in- 

tended to go to Longford, but, feeling ill, had 

‘taken a ticket for Maynooth. He almost 

fainted when he was arrested. He returned 

from America last Friday. He answers the 

\deseription of one of the murderers, He has 

marks on his face and several wounds on his 

body. He was formerly in the Army. Moore 
has been brought to Dublin for identification. 


It is reported that another arrest has been 
effected at Kildare. 


Two men with a dray on Saturday evening 
nearly came in contact with a red-backed car 
which was being driven furiously, and which 
contained four men, who can be identified. 
‘he draymen were returning from Maynooth. 
The occupants of the car appeared to be 


eatly excited, and motioned the draymen 

astily to clear the way. One of the party 
aimed a blow with a stick at the driver 
of the dray. The witnesses feel certain that 
they could identify two of the strangers. One 
of them had an English rather than an 
Irish accent; another had a black beard, 
a third wore a_ buff-colored dust coat; 
the fourth appeared to be about 22 years old 
and had a soldier-like bearing. The man who 
attempted to strike the blow held his hand up 
to prevent his face being seen. 

The shutters are up on all business houses 
here. The Freeman’s Journal appeared to- 
day in mourning. There is no clue tothe pres- 
ent time as to the identity of the assassins. 
The detectives have a register of all the car- 
drivers, and areexamining them individually in 
order to ascertain their whereabouts on Satur- 
day. Itis rumored that the driver of the car 
which took the assassins to and from Phenix 
Park was murdered by them to prevent dis- 
covery, and that his body has been found in 
Chapel-Izod. The Police have issued the fol- 
lowing circular: 

“Wanted, for the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Under Seeretary Burke, two men, 
the first aged 83 years, stout, fair complexion, 
whiskers short and dark, and moustache, wearing 
a blue pilot eoat and soft hat; the second, aged 30 
years, hair, whiskers, and moustache sandy, pale 
complexion, and dressed in a faded brown over- 
coat and soft hat. Both men had the appearance 
of sailors or firemen.” 

A largely attended meeting of the Corpora- 
tion of the city was held to-day, which was 
presided over by the Mayor. A resolution 
was passed expressing horror at and destesta- 
tion of the assassinations, and declaring that 
until the perpetrators are brought to justice 
Irishmen must feel dishonored, The Corpora- 
tions of Cork, Londonderry, Wexford, and 
Limerick have taken similar action. 

An American who visited the scene of the 
murder scrutinized the footprints around the 
spot and distinctly recognized marks of the 

eculiar broad-toed boot commonly worn by 
rish-Americans, 

It is statea that a few days ago Mr. Burke 
received a letter warning him that if he did 
aot at once follew the example of Mr. Forster 
snd clear out of the Castle he would have only 
three days to live. 

It is stated that the usual Police patrols in 
Phoenix Park were dispensed with on Sat- 
orday. 

The body of Lord Frederick Cavendish was 
conveyed on a gun carriage from the Vice- 
regal Lodge to the Northwall Wharf this 
evening and placed on board an ordinary 
steamer for transportation to England. A 
detachment of drageons accompanied the body 
to the wharf as an escort, and all along the 
route the procession was received with evi- 
dences of sympathy by immense crowds, 

Ear] Spencer went out several times te-day, 
and everywhere he appeared was received 
with enthusiasm. 

LONDON, May 8.—The Times says it is now 
thought that Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Mr. Burke were both deliberately selected for 
assassination. During the procession in Dub- 
lin on Saturday a man inquired three times 
whether Lord Frederick Cavendish was in the 
procession. The Chief Secretary at last lifted 
his hat and told his name. The man replied: 
**Thank you; that will do.”? Two men on 
horseback aiso watched the procession in a 
suspicious manner, There were 8 gaping 
wounds in the body of Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish and 11 in that of Under-Secretary Burke. 

At the inquest in Dublin to-day formal evi- 
lence of identity of the victims was given. 
Mr. Johnson represented the Government, and 
spoke with considerable emotion. The jury 
returned a verdict of wlliful murder against 
s0me person or persons unknown, 

‘I'he head of the London Police describes the 
evidence which the Irish Police have to work 
fupon as very meagre. He thinks there is no 
— that many arrests on suspicion will be 
zmade. 

The official and private residences of all the 
Cabinet Ministers are now guarded by special 
constables. The latest information from Earl 
Spencer shows that there is some evidence in- 
dicating the existence of a plot, aimed not 
only at the Irish Gevernment, but also at the 
head of the Liberal Party; hence the above 
precautions haye been taken. 

A telegram from Dublin says it is reported 
on the best authority that a car containing 
four persons was seen on Saturday night driv- 
ing out of the Knockmaroon gate of Phoenix 
Park in the direction of Lucan, and that the 
horse was covered with foam and dust. This 
report corroborates evidence given at the in- 
quest to-day, andif the Police canfollow up 
this clue there is some hope of the capture of 
the murderers. 

Lady Frederick Cavendish left London to- 
day for Chatsworth. Prior to her departure 
Mr. Gladstone called upon her to bid her fare- 
well, and both were much overcome during 
the interview. After Lady Frederick Caven- 
fish had left, a telegram for her from the 
Ladies’ Land League was received, expressing 
the hope that she did not believe the Irish peo- 
ple were sunk so low as to murder one who 
had brought a peace-offering to Ireland. 

A large crowd gathered in Downing-street 
to-day while the Cabinet meeting was in prog- 
ress, watching with great interest for any in- 
dication of the aetion of the Government. 
There will be another Cabinet council te- 
morrow. 

There are many surmises in London con- 
cerning the successor to the Chief Secretary- 
ship. Sir Charles Dilke is mentioned among 
pthers. No decision is expected until after the 
funeral. Mr. Johnson, the Attorney-General 
for Ireland, temporarily takes the Chief Sec- 
retaryship. 

Mr. Gladstone to-day, replying to the con- 
dolences of the Marquis of Ripon, bane of 
India, telegraphed: ‘* The object of this black 
act is plainly to arouse indignant passions 
and embitter the relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland.’’ 

Mr. Forster says he believes that the mur- 
ders were accomplished in crder to show that 
it is impossible to conciliate the Fenians. 

The Hall Mall Gazette this afternoon says it 
is understood that the Ministry intends to 
postpone the procedure rules, and that the 
whole of the rest of the session will be occupied 
with Irish business, 

The Jrish Times, of Dublin, says Earl Spen- 
cer had arranged on Saturday to release all 
the ‘* suspects,’’ except 80, on Tuesday.

© Daily News confirms this report, and says 
that the post is now offered to Mr. George 
Otto Trevelyan, the present Secretary to the 
Admiralty.

DENUNCIATIONS IN PARLIAMENT. 
THE MURDERED MEN EULOGIZED IN BOTH 
HOUSES—A REPRESSIVE MEASURE TO BE 

ENACTED. 


Lonpon, May 8.—A great:crowd gathered 
outside the House of Commons at the opening 
of the session to-day. Mr. Bright and Lord 
Selborne, on arriving, were received with 
mixed applause and groans. Mr, Gladstone 
was vigorously hooted in Palace Yard, as was 
also Mr. Bradlaugh, but Mr. Forster was 
cheered, Every part:of the House was crowd- 
ed. At 4:20 o’clock Mr. Gladstone arose and 
with great emotion:and in a tremulous voice 
moved an adjournment of the House. He said 
the blackness of the crime and the horror 
it excited throughout the entire kingdom 


were unparalleled. In the murder of Mr. 
Burke, he said, they had been robbed of one 
of the ablest and most upright members of 
the civil service, but the hand of the assassin 
had come nearer home, and one of the noblest 
of hearts had ceased beating while full of hope 
and love for Ireland. As far as the Govern- 
ment were concerned, Mr. Gladstone said, all 
previous arrangements must be recast. He 
stated that he would on Thursday ask the 
House for leave to introduce a measure for the 
repression of crime in Ireland. He said hé 
believed he would be assisted trom all quarters 
of the House, On an early day he would in- 
troduce a measure dealing with the question 
of arrears of rent. 

Sir Stafford Northcote seconded the motion 
of Mr. Gladstone for an adjournment. He 
promised that the Opposition would support 
the Government in measures for the repression 
of crime. He considered the occasion too sad 
for more than a passing tribute of respect to 
the deceased. 

Mr. Parnell, who was dressed in mourning, 
expressed the detestation of all Irishmen for 
the crime. He said he believed that it was 
committed in order to frustrate his cause. He 
did not deny that the Government might be 
compelled to take steps to restore order in Ire- 
land. He was of opinion that the crime was 
the work of those to whom he had always. been 
opposed. 

Mr. Forster, who has just retired from the 
Ghief Secretaryship of Ireland, and Mr. James 
Lowther who held that office under the last 
Conservative administration, eulogized Under 
Secretary Burke for his unwearying diligence. 
The House then adjourned, 

In the House of Lords Earl Granville moved 
an adjournment until to-morrow. He deliv- 
ered a eulogy on Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
who, he said, had suffered a shocking death, 
but a glorious one, for he had fallen in the 
service of his country. Lord Salisbury sec- 
onded the motion. He remarked that, though 
this was not the occasion for political observa- 
tions, he had no doubt the course taken to- 
night would be only the prelude to stern and 
vigorous action. Earl Cowper expressed his 
sense of the irreparable loss which the country 
had sustained. The Duke of Marlborough 
fully concurred in the sentiments expressed by 
Earl Cowper, and referred to the great ser- 
vices of Mr. Burke. Lord Carlingford spoke 
in asimilar strain, The House then adjourned. 

It is understood that the Government is dis- 
posed to accept. Mr. Gibson’s amendment mak- 
ing a two-thirds majority necessary for the 
adoption of the c/éture, 

LONDON, May 9.—The bill which will be in- 
troduced in the House ef Commons for the 
prevention; of crime in Ireland wil} in- 
clude clauses deaiing with secret societies 
and providing for the trial of agrarian 
offenses by special tribunals. It is probable, 
also, that in cases of outrage a heavy fine in 
the shape of compensation will be imposed on 
the districts in which the crimes are commit- 
ted. It is expected that if the bill does not in- 
terfere with personal liberty and the right of 
public meeting tke Irish members will not 


offer serious opposition. Both houses of Par- 
liament will meet to-day.

A GREAT SHOCK TO MR. GLADSTONE, 
HE RECEIVES THE NEWS WHILE ATTENDING 
A DIPLOMATIC RECEPTION. 

Boston, May 8.—A cable to the Boston 
Herald says: ‘*‘Mr. Gladstone attended on 
Saturday evening a reception at the house 
of the Austrian Ambassedor. While he 
was enjoying the festivities of the occasion, 
the first telegram from Dublin, conveying 
the intelligence of the crime was received, and 
was immediately dispatched to the Ambassa- 
sador’sresidence. It was delivered to Sir Wil- 
liam Vernon Harcourt, who undertook the task 
of communicating the news to Mr. Gladstone, 
The Premier was quietly called aside 
and taken into a private room, wherc 
he was informed of what had 
occurred. The natural pallar of the old man’s 
face became absolutely ghastly, and, throw- 
ing up beth hands, he staggered to 
a seat without a word. For a moment it 
was thought he would faint, and there 
was a rush (for _ restoratives, but 
he gradually recovered, and, refusing 
all proffered assistance, demanded in a 
broken voice to know the particulars. At 
first he would not believe the story. 
After he had become eonvineed that the 
was no hope that the reports had been exag- 
gerated, e rallied his energies, and 
making brief excuses to his host en- 
tered his carriage and was driven 
quietly home. 6 spent nearly’ the 
entire night in writing and reading telegrams, 
dictating to his secretary, and forming plans 
to meet the situation. Summons were 
sent to the members of the Cabinet 
to meet him at his house on Sunday afternoon, 
and so much other business of vital import- 
ance was transacted that it was 6 o’clock 
in the morning before the Premier 
returned to bed. He was up again at 9 o’clock. 
The Minister found the Premier almost 
crushed by the blow, but on the alert to 
meet the crisis. He listened to their 
suggestions almost silently and made few com. 
ments, although he penciled an occasional note.

PRESS THEORIES AND COMMENTS. 

AMERICAN FENIANS HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THE TRAGEDY. 


Lonpon, May 8.—The Newcastle Ohront- 


cle, of which Mr. Joseph Cowen, Radieal

It is probable enough that 
they had drawn lots for an attempt on the life

tion to establish a blood feud between Ireland 
and England. There is every sign that these 
odious calculations will be balked. The 
atrocity of the crime will, for the moment, 
rally the Irish to the side of order. Nothing 
makes this more certain than that the policy 
of arbitrary arrest has been abandoned. The 
general tone of the English press is most reas- 
suring. Outside of London no Liberal organ 
favors a retreat from the new policy in Ire- 
land. The extreme Nationalists lead the way 
in denouncing the crime, The London Times 
stands absolutely alone in an attempt to turn 
this appalling catastrophe into a calumnious 
personal attack and an infamous attempt to 
inflame national passions, If the two murder- 
ers had been at the elbow of the leader writer 
they could not have dictated. words more ad- 
mirably calculated to serve their end.” 

The Manchester Guardiansays: ‘‘The crime 
is traceable to the Fenian party, recruited 
mainly from America, who again interfered 
when they saw that conciliation was probable.” 
It says there is a desperate and malignant con- 
spiracy limited to a small number of persons. 

The Times says: ‘‘ Mr. Forster was the vic- 
tim of intrigue worked from within the Cabi- 
net, The cowardly machinations against him 
and Mr. Burke paralyzed the forces of order. 
Mr. Gladstone must cut his Cabinet loose from 
the mischievous advisers whose imbecility, 
malignity, and presumption led to this result.” 

Cork, May 8,—The Herald deprecates the 
idea of martial law, in view of the tremendous 
manifestation of public feeling in Ireland, 
showing that there is absolutely no sympathy 
for the assassins.

SYMPATHY FROM ABROAD. 
Paris, May 8.—The National, in an ar” 
ticle on the Dublin assassinations, expresses 
sorrow and sympathy with Mr. Gladstone, 
The Paris, M. Gambetta’s organ, says it will 
be difficult for Mr. Gladstone to maintain a 
policy of conciliation toward a party resort- 


ing to the dagger and revolver as arguments. 
The Legitimist and other party organs dwell 
upon ‘‘the blow to Mr. Gladstone’s policy.” 
The Marseillaise, while pitying the victims, 
says the situation of the Irish people forbids 
the expression of too much sympathy. 

Bern, May 8,—The Emperor William, on 
hearing the news of the murder of Lord Fred- 
erick Cavendish and Mr. Burke, was as much 
shocked as he was when the Czar was assassin- 
ated, 


Rome, May 8.—When the Pope heard of the 
assassinations he sent instructions to the Irish 
Bishops to request the clergy to express from 
their pulpits execration of the crime, and ex- 
hort the faithful to respect the law of the land.

THE PEOPLE ON THE CRIME, 
DENUNCIATION ON EVERY SIDE—ONE IRISH- 
MAN WHO BELIEVES MURDER SOME- 
TIMES JUSTIFIABLE, 

West Custer, Penn., May 8.—The Michael 
Davitt Land League, of this place, has passed reso- 
lutions expressing abhorrence at the assassination 
of Lord Frederick Cavendish and Mr. Burke, and 
calling upon all true leaguers to aid in bringing the 
murderers to justice. 

Boston, May 8.—To-day John Boyle O’ Reil- 
ly, the poet and editor of the Pilot, and Gen. P. A, 
Collins, sent the following dispatch to Mr. Parnell: 

A reward of $5,000 (£1,000) 1s hereby offered by the 
Irishmen of Boston for the apprehension of the mur- 
derers, or any of them, of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and Mr. Burke on Saturday, May 6. On behalf of the 
Irishmen of Boston. JOHN BOYLE O'REILLY. 

PATRICK A. COLLINS. 

The money will be raised by the Land Leaguers 
here, and Messrs. O'Reilly and Collins will be 
responsible for its payment. At the meeting 
in Faneuil Hall arranged for to-morrow night 
Gen. Collins will preside, and a large num- 
ber of short speeches will be made by repre- 
sentative Irish citizens. The resolutions to be 
offered by Mr. O’Retlly will express tho 
abhorrence by the Irishmen of this city of every 
shade ot political opinion of ‘the assassination, and 
they will protest that no Irishman or lover of 
Ireland could have done the deed. Itis expected 
thatthe action of Messrs. O'Reilly and Collins in 
offering the reward in behalf of the Irishmen of 
Boston will be approved by the meeting anc the 
money be promptly pledged, and that the action 
of the Boston Irishmen will be followed by Irishmen 
in the other large cities of the country. 

Another reward is offered to any person giving 
information which shall lead to the apprehension 
of the murderers. This second reward is adver- 
tised by the British Consul here. Irishmen here 
are even more emphatic in their expressions 
of abhorrence of the assassination than when 
the news was _ first received, when they 
were prompt to denounce it, and they protest 
that it was no more a political act than that of the 
man Guiteau in shooting President Garfield. Gen. 
Collins, who is at the head of the Land League 
here, has two theories upon which he ac- 
counts for the assassination. One is that 
the _ clerks in Dublin Castle, some of 
whom constitue a reckless and dissolute 
set of men, fearing that by a change in the admin- 
istration they would be pushed out of oftice, pro- 
cured the murder; and the other is that the ultra 
landlord class might have executed it or 
hired it done, The assagsination, he says, while it 
might seem to give advantage to either of 
these classes, would not be of any benefit to the 
Land League nor the national Irish cause. The 
way in which the deed was done he also regards 
as strong evidence that it was not done by Irish- 
mens “ The Irishman,” says Gen, Collins, ** will 
use dynamite, a club, a pistol, or a gun, but he was 
never known to use a knife—that is Italian. It was 
a hired assassination, done with the utmost delib- 
eration and coolness, as if those engaged in it were 
about a piece of business with which they were fa- 
miliar, and not engaged in any political act.’’ 
Ata meeting of tae Central Land League to-night 
a similar sentiment was expressed by some of the 
speakers! and resolutions adopted expreasing the 
hope that the murderers, not only of innocent offi- 
cers, but of Ireland’s hopes, would be hunted down 
and meet with condign punishment. This branch 
of the League also pledged itself to sustain the 
offer of the reward by Messrs. O’Reilly and Collins, 
“so that.”’ as the resolution expresses it, ** British 
gold may not be paid for the preservatien of the 
good name of the Irish people.”’ 

ALBANY, May 8.—In the Assembly to-night, 
Mr. Murphy offered the following, which was unan- 
imously adopted: 


Whereas, Incommon with all civilized people, the 
eitizens of this State have been greatly shocked by the 
news of the assassination of Lord Cavendish and Mr. 
Burke in the city of Dublin, Ireland; therefore be it 

kesolved, That the Legisiature of the State of New- 
York records its detestation of the crime, its belle? 
that only private revenge could be responsible for so 
terrible an act, and its hope that the guilty parties 
may be brought to a speedy and just punishment. 


PrortA, Il., May 8.—The notorious Patrick 
Crowe, who created a great sensation some time 
ago by fathering the scheme to blow up British 
vessels by infernal machines, patterns of which 
were discovered in an interview published to-day, 
says he does not believe in assassination as a 
means to accomplish anything; yet he said that 
he thought it sometimes justifiable as a last 
resort. He declared that, so far as England is 
concerned, the assassin’s knife has been her 
weapon for years, and in this instance she 
has only been paid back in her own coin. He was 
of the opinion, however, that the attack was aimed 
at Burke and not at his superior. Burke was the 
Under Secretary of the Government at the time of 
the Fenian troubles and made himself thoroughly 
obnoxious to that class. He wasa bitter and ma- 
lignant enemy of the Irish race and detested as 
much by !t as was Lord Castlereagh, a former Seo- 
retary. He had been lost sight of in recent trou- 
bles, but he had been as bitterly denounced by 
the Fenians as was Mr. Forster by the Land 
Leaguers. On account of this old score 
mainly he was convinced Burke had _ been 
hurried out of existence, it becoming neces- 
sary also for the assassins to kill Cavendish 
to protect themselves, since the two were together. 
Then, again, an additional cause might exist in the 
events attending the release of Parnell and his 
colleagues. When Parnell was released it was dis- 
tinetly understood that an effort would be made to 
erush out the secret societies, which are the 
strength of ireland. If Parnell entered into a com- 
pact with the Government to withdraw his no rent 
manifesto, leaving the Government free to sup- 
pee the socicties, of which there are two, the 

and League and the Nationalists or Fenians, 
among the latter especially the dissatisfaction 
would be greatly Increased. These societies in no 
way affiliated, and the Fenians believed that should 
the Land League ,meet with success, the tenant 
farmers would be separated from their party to 
the injury of the interests of the country. Crowe 
absolutely refused to entertain the idea that the 
bloody work was done by the Land League or in 
its interests. He believed the event marked a new 
era for Ireland, and that the effects would be 
somewhat similar to those at the time of the assassi- 
nation of the Governor of India, which caused 
England to loosen the screws upon that country. 
England was afraid of assassination, and he would 
not be surprised if it ultimately caused the Glad- 
stone administration to ve driven from power. It 
wasa good omen for Ireland, because now the 
officers of the Government will find it advisable to 
adopt measures of safety, andin riding through the

CANADIAN COMMENTS. 

Toronto, Ontario, May 8.—The Globe says 
of the assassination of Lord Frederick Cavendish 
and Under Secretary Burke: ‘There is no reason 
to doubt that the motive of the deed was a politi- 
ealone. Personal malice is not to be thought of 
or both would not have fallen victims to the 
assassins, There can be very little doubt 
but that this blow, as did the foul mur 
der of Thomas Darcy McGee, comes from 
some of the desperadoes who cluster around the 
Fenian organization. The talk of the resignation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s Government is utterly unrea- 
sonable. There is reason to hope this bloody deed 


will aid rather than hinder his work. It will, we 
trust, make all classes‘of:Irishmen realize;the danger 
ot inciting to breaches of the law and the necessity 
of arranging the existing differences between land- 
lord and tenant in a peaceable way.” 

The Mail says: ‘It is impossible that the cause 
of Ireland shall not suffer for this crime. It is one 
of along series of such crimes committed in the 
course of the past year by men engaged in the 
work of rebbery and riot, not for but against the 
interests of Irelana. The men who did this 
deed will, we trust, be captured. Every honest 
man in Ireland is interested in their capture. 
Every priest and Bishop, every cloistered recluse, 
every woman and child in that whole country will 
feel the desire of having these murderous ruffians 
brought to justice, for they will all be interested 
in having it proved that not in the interests of 
Ireland, not by order of any of her: banded 
representatives, not as a part of her policy of 
agitation, has this foul crime been done; but that it 
is the outcome of private vengeance or uncontrol- 
lable malice or unlicensed brutality on the part of 
desperadoes, who have neither part nor lot with a 
Christian nation.”

At the meeting of the New-York County Democe- 
racy last evening, John E. Develin In the chair, 
the following resolution, offered by Thomas Cos- 
tigan, was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the representatives of.the New- 
York County Democracy, heartily unite with our 
Irish-born fellow-citizens In the universal expression 
of abhorence and detestation with which they have 
received the news of the cowardly assassination of 
Lord Frederick Cavendish and Under Secretary 
Burke, and we earnestly hope that the brutal and 
insane act of four rufitans of unknown nationality 
will in no way change or retard the noble and con 
cillatory course recently mapped out and entered on 
by Fremlier Gladstone. 

Assistant District Attorney John R. Fellows said 
that the sentiments expressed in the resolution 
found a response in the heart of humanity through- 
out the civilized world. He had learned to recog- 
nize by certain results growing out of the civil war 
in this eountry that assassination, a brutal and 
cowardly murder, is no remedy for political 
grievances, however great. The South had never 
lost so great a friend as when Abraham Lincoln 
fell under the assassin’s hand. God pity Ireland; 
and he hoped that English etateamen would be im- 
bued with the sentiment prevailing in this coun- 
try, that toleration, magnanimity, and generosity 
was the true way to settle differences between 
discordant sections. If money would do anything 
to hunt down tne bloody-handed ruffians who had 
committed the murder, so that the miscreants 
might be hanged somewhere near College Green, he 
was in favor of raising a subscription in this coun- 
try for that purpose at once, 

The Rev. Father Leonard, of St. Michael’s Church, 
Newark, N. J., who has taken a lively interest in 
Irish affairs, proclaims his belief that the Land 
League had nothing to do with the assassination. 
**J¢t may,”’ he says, “* have a bad effect on the Land 
League at first, but 1 do not think it will be per- 
manent." 

Dr. James Elliott, President of the Newark (N. J.) 
Land League, says: “‘My supposition is that there 
are secret political societies in Ireland, connecced 
with similar ones here, and that some of these as- 
sociations have come to the resolve that after the 
resignation of Mr. Forster another English Secre- 
tary should not live on Irish soil, and the assassina- 
tions are the result.”’ 

The John Dillon branch of the Land Leagnuo of 
Hudson County, N. J., has adopted resolutions em- 
phatically condemning the assassination of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Under Secretary Burke, 
and denouncing the act asa crime against Ireland. 

The British Consul-General in this City has been 
authorized by the English Government to offer a 
reward for information that may lead to the ap- 
prehension of the murderers of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish and Under Secretary Burke. A public 
meeting of Irishmen will soon be held in this City 
to denounce the assassination.

O'DONOVAN ROSSA’S VIEWS. 
From the United Irishman of To-day. 

Wedo not wonder that this startling news 
reaches America to-day; but they who sow the 
wind must expect to reap the whirlwind; and long, 
long enough, too long, God knows, have all the 
murderings been on the English side of the house 
and all the victims on the Irish side. There is no 


necessity for us to make any guesses as to who or 
what was the cause of the murder or the execu- 
tion of those men. Some say the murder was com- 
mitted by men in the interests of the Jandlords, or 
the Tories, or Forster, or by the enemies of the 
Land League; others say the execution was done 
by men who represent the outraged victims of 
tyranny and oppreszvion. One thing is certain—the

felt, and. there is no fear that we are going to join 
the cowardly crowd of politicians here who rush 
forward with their resolutions of indignation. 

One thing Is sure—Forster has bad an eseape. He 
went down to Tullamore and made a speech there, 
guarded all the time by soldiers, and then he 
boasted, and his newspapers boasted, of what a 
brave man he was! Kuthe was and is nothing 
more than a coward; ho knew he had merited the 
doom of the hypocrite and the tyrant, and he feared 
it was in waiting for him, and he fled from it, al- 
lowing a perhaps less wicked man to fall in his place.

SLOW PROGRESS OF WORK IN BOTH 
HOUSES. 

BILLS RESTORING FITZ JOHN PORTER TO THE 
ARMY INTRODUCED — THE PROPOSED 
COURT OF APPEALS — AGRICULTURAL 
NEEDS DISCUSSED IN THE HOUSE. 

Wasnineton, May 8.—Following up with’ 
great promptness the pardon of Fitz John Por- 
ter by the President, Mr. Sewell, in the Sen- 
ate, and Mr. Bragg, in the House, to-day in- 
troduced bills providing for the restoration of 

Porter to the Army. By these bills the Presi- 

dent is authorized to nominate, and by and 

with the advice and consent of the Sen- 
ate, to appoint Fitz John Porter, late 

Major-General of Volunteers ‘and Brevet 

Brigadier-General and Colonel of the 

Army, to the position of Colonel in the Army 

of the United States, of the same grade and 

rank held by him at the time ‘of his dismissal 
from the Army by sentence of court-martial. 

The President is further authorized, in his dis- 

cretion, to place Porter on the retired list. 

As the retired list is already full, the bill in- 

creases the number of officers by one, suspend- 

ing all conflicting laws, Accompanying the 
bill was a memorial signed by Fitz John Porter 
reciting the history of the first court-martial 
and Board of Review and the action of the 

President upon the request for a pardon. Sen- 

ator Sewell, who has interested himself in 

Porter’s case, is not confident that it will be 

possible to refer the billduring the present ses- 

sion. If it could be referred, he is confident 
that Porter would be accorded the concession 


asked, as, in Mr. Sewell’s opinion, there can 
be no reason urged why he should not be re- 
stored. 

After an hour spent in the discussion of the 
old and apparently odious claim of L. Madison 
Dav, during which Mr. Cockrell, usually a 
quiet Senator, apparently adverse to talk for 
the sake of talk, made an impassioned argu- 
ment against the claim, the Senate continued 
its consideration of the Court of Appeals bill. 
Mr. Jonas pressed his amendment proposing 
to limit jurisdiction, and a vote was taken 
upon it, resulting in its rejection. An amend- 
ment proposing to exclude the District Judges 
from service in Courts of Appeals led 
to a discussion of the merits of District Judges, 
the Democrats evincing a dislike to them, but 
they could not muster votes enough to carry 
the amendment. ‘The Senate also rejected a 
proposed amendment seeking to make the de- 
cisions of the Courts of Appeals final as to 
questions of fact, and ene offered by Mr. But- 
ler, who wished to provide that their decisions 
should be final, except where such decisions 
are clearly against the weight of the evidence. 
This amendment of the South Carolina Sena- 
tor appeared to be regarded by the Senators 
as a joke, and was very summarily voted down. 

Mr. Morgan introduced a bill intended to 
expedite the business of the Supreme Court, 
according to the suggestion made in the report 
of certain members of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. It prevides for a division of the 
Supreme Court into two sections, each of 
which is to hear and decide causes. It was 
referred to the Judiciary Committee. 

When the Tariff Commission bill was re- 
ceived from the House of Representatives to- 
day and was announced by the acting Secre- 
tary, Mr. Bayard moved that it be taken up. 
Mr. Edmunds, who was in his seat, asked, 
without rising, whether the bill, 2s passed by 
the House, excluded from consideration the 
relation of Customs duties tothe mternal rev- 
enue system, Mr. Bayard replied that the 
House had not approved the proposition to 
have the commission inquire into the internal 
revenue system. ‘‘ Weil, > said Mr. Edmunds, 
resuming the reading of a newspaper, *‘it 
might as well be read a first and second time 
and be printed.’’ The bill went over. 

It bas been a dull day in the House. The 
supply of new bills has become almost ex- 
hausted, and only 57 were introduced in re- 
ene to the call of States. Notwithstanding 
the terrible fate of De Long and his compan- 
ions, a bill for another arctic expedition was 
introduced by Mr. Calkins. It authorizes 
the Secretary of the Navy to expend $5v,- 
000 in buying a_ vessel and tt) use 
$100,000 for the other expenses and 
details. Master Lucien Young is to be Com- 
mander. Young became widely known for 
his heroic conduct when the Huron was 
wrecked. The Committee on the District of 
Columbia presented no business for consider- 
ation, most of its members being absent at the 
funeral of Commissioner Twining, and the 
House took up the first special order, the bill 
to elevate the Agricultural Bureau to the dig- 
nity of an executive departinent and make the 
the Commissioner a Cabinet officer. Speeches 
were made by Messrs. Anderson, Aiken, Mul- 
drow, Kenna, and others im the afternoon, and 
an evening session was held for further debate 
upon the bill. The previous question will be 
called at 2 o’clock to-morrow.

RAILROADS AND INDIAN RIGATS. 

A TENDENCY IN CONGRESS TO DISREGARD 
OBLIGATIONS TO INDIAN NATIONS. 

Wasuineton, May 8.—The report of the 
Senate Railroad Committee upon the bill to 
incorporate the Cherokee Central Railroad and 
Telegraph Company shows once more the 
tendency to disregard what have hitherto been 
conceded as the rights of the nations in the In- 
dian Territory. The proposed road would run 
across the north-eastern part of the Territory, 
from Fert Smith, Arkansas, to Arkansas City, 


in Kansas. Provision is made fer two 
branches in the Territory. The commit- 
tee make a favorable report, and declare 
that the road would be of great value to the 
people of Kansas and States north and west of 
that State, because it would shorten the 
reute by which grain is sent to the Lower 
Mississippi Valley. The following puragraph 
from the report contains the committee’s views 
in relation to the rights of the Indians: 

“ This bill amply provides for the protection of the 
property ard rights of the Indians of each nation 
through whose country said railroad may pass by 
authorizing their own local authorities to have 
jurisdiction for the proper protection of their 
nations or citizens from loss or damage sus- 
tained by them in consequence of any unauthor- 
ized action or doings of said company. Their 
rights are -so completely protected that 
the committee are of opinien that the 
authorities of none of the several nations of In- 
dians through whose country said railroad may 
pass can reasonably withhold or will withhold their 
approval of the right of way granted by the bill to 
said company. To doso their action could be re- 
garded in no other light, in view of the great neces- 
sity of this contemplated line of commercial com- 
munication, than an unreasonable obstruction to 
the imperative demands of the commerce of the 


country.” 
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THE STAR ROUTE GANG. 
JOHN W. DORSEY STILL AT LARGE—THE 
VAILE AND SANDERSON INDICTMENTS. 
Wasuineton, May 8.—The Government 


has not found John W. Dorsey, but warrants 
have been issued for him and placed in the hands 
of Government officers in ~Texas, Vermont, 
New-York, and the District of Columbia. De- 


tectives and other officers have been instructed 


to spare no effort which may lead to his arrest. 


The Rerdell case is still before the Grand Jury. 
The indictments which have been found thus 
far are against the Dorsey party and the cases 
are of such anature that the trial must be a 


long one, The Government intends to secure 


the indictment, within a short time, of other 
persons connected with the star route frauds, 
and Mr. Merrick says that the cases will be 
brief, compact, and complete, so that they can 
be quickly tried. Very little has been said_ 
about the indictment of Vaile and San- 
derson. These men were indicted with the 
two Dorseys, Miner, Peck, and Rerdell. 
Vaile’s connection with the Dorsey party 
was described in THE Times several menths 
ago. He was not one of the origmal members 
of the combination, but came in some time 
after the contract term began, when the origi- 
nal members needed the assistance of a prac- 
tical mail-carrier. Mr. Sanderson is sup 


to have no direct connection with the schemes 
of the Dorsey party, but he came into 


4 sion of some of their routes by means of sub-

contracts. He is the head of the contracting 
firm of J, L. Sanderson & Co., which suc- 
ceeded the firm of Barlow & Sanderson, and 
was, therefore, identified with another star 
route group. For many years he has been 
well known as a manager of stage lines. When 
Bradley Barlow, king of the contractors, re- 
tired from business, some of his service fell to 
Sanderson & Co. Neither Vaile nor Sander- 
son can be held by the indictments found 
against them. Neither of them has been ar- 
rested. The indictments against them are de- 
fective for the same reason that the Rerdell 
and Armstrong indictments were defective. 
Mr. Vaile was indicted as Henry M. Vaile, but 
his Christian name is Harvey. Mr. Sander- 
son was indicted as J. L. derson. His 
Christian name is Joseph, and the indictment 
would be quashed in accordance with the de- 
cision in the Rerdell case.

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PROPOSED GIFT TO PLATTSBURG. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Congressman John 
Hammond has introduced a bill providing that 
the military reservation of 500 acres at Rouse’s 
Point shall be given to the village of Platts- 


burg, N. Y., to be used as a public park. The 


preamble asserts that the War Department has 


decided that the post shall be abandoned; that 
the remains of the forts occupied by the New- 


York and Vermont Militia during the great 
battle of Sept. 11, 1814, still stand within the 
reservation, and that the people desire to pre- 
serve them and to dedicate the ground as a 
park in the name of Commodore McDonough. 
The bill provides that the village may sell parts 
of the reservation and use the proceeds in 
beautifying the park.

Harrispure, Penn,, May 8.—If there ig 
anything significant in the situation here to- 
night, ‘itis the absence of the Independents, 
There are perhaps 75 or 80 delegates in town, 
who have come thus early to discuss and ponder 
upon their action in the State Convention on 
Wednesday, and these are all Stalwarts. This 
was to be expected, of course, since this is a 
Stalwart convention, called and appointed un< 
der machine influences to do the work long aga 
cut out for it by the boss-in-chief and his sub< 
ordinates.

Beaver’s lieutenant in the contest, and ta 
whom the work of entertainment and per- 
suasion in behalf the “slate” candidate hag 
been intrusted. Chairman Cooper, of 
the State Central Committee, is also here, 
and Senator Davies, who is the probable 
candidate for the Lieutenant-Governorship, 
Mr. Greer, who is named for the post of Sec- 
retary of Internal Affairs, is the only other 
slate candidate who is on the ground to-night. 
Senator Don Cameron arrived at 10 o’clock, 
tired and in a bad humor either for confer. 
ence with his opponents or consultation 
with his friends. His trusted manager, Col. 
M. S. Quay, came this afternoon and is 
actively at work with such material as he finds 
at hand. James McManes, of Philadelphia Gas 
Trust fame, is quietly surveying the situation 
and awaiting the arrival of the Philadelphia 
delegation, ef whom thus far only himself and 
Alexander P. Brown have arrived. Gen. Simon 
Cameron has spent the afternoon and evening 
in the spacious library of his stately house 
overlooking the broad Susquehanna, receiving 
such callersas have gone co see him, but ap- 
parently taking no active interest in the coming 
convention. Mingling with the delegates wha 
have already gathered here and _listen- 
ing to their discussions, one would 
hardly imagine that they were creatures 
of the ‘“‘machine,” sent here to ratify nomina- 
tions made in advance by Don Cameron. 
These ill-trained delegates actually have 
the temerity to discuss the strength 
and popularity of certain proposed 
candidates, and to suggest important changes 
in the ticket, for all the world ag 
if they were honest.

GHE CERTIFICATE OF STOOK WHICH 
HE RETURNED. 


@E STATES THAT IT Was POR 1,000 sHARES 
IN THE PERUVIAN COMPANY—MESSRS. 
BLOUNT, DEUSTER, AND BELMONT CON- 
DUCT THE CROSS-EXAMINATION. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Senator Blair was 
again before the House Committee on Foreign 

Affairs this morning, and his cross-examination 


Was resumed by Mr. Blount. The witness volun- 
teered to state the amount of the certificate of 
stock received by him from Shbipherd as his re- 
tainer. He idid so because he noticed (in looking 
vver the report of the testimony) that Mr. Blount 
had stated that he regarded the question as im- 
portant. The certificate was for 1,000 shares, the 
par value being either $10 or $100. Of course, he 
would have regarded a cash fee of $3,000 or $5,000 
as preferable. At one time Mr, Shipherd had de- 
Bired to use the witness's name as one of the in- 
corporators of the proposed company, but the 
witness had declined to have him do so. 

Mr. Blourt—You refer in your direct statement 
to a change of policy on the part\of this Govern- 
ment. What did you understand to be the policy 
of this Government before the change? A.—I un- 
serstood the policy of this Government to be this: 
To indicate, both to Chili and Peru, its strong de- 
sire, based upon its mutual good will to all the 
South American States, and without preference 


to either, that peace should be accomplished 
without any alteration of territorial jurisdiction; 
that the right of the victor to pecuniary indemnity 
for the expenses of the war could not be chal- 
enged, and that if Peru, having a fair opportunity 
presented, faiied to furnish a pecuniary indemnity, 
then Chili would have the right of the victor to 
take the woeieg i but that it was the desire of 
this Government that Chill should not make a terri- 
torial dismemberment of Perua preliminary con- 
dition to negotiations for peace. I did not under- 
stand that our Government intended or proposed 
to resort to forcibie intervention in order to secure 
the carrying out of its thus expressed desire. But 
what it might doif Chili should refuse to give this 
ppportunity; to Peru was entirely a question*for 
the future. 

Q.—Did not the Government of the United States 
bake a further position in this matter in connection 
with the Landreau and Cochet claims? Iask you 
for this reason: I take it that, with your relations to 
the Peruvian Company, and from your position as 
United States Seuator, and from having access to 
the State Department ;and frequent interviews 
with the Secretary of State, yon had knowledge of 
the policy of the Government, or that you were in 
a position to know it. A.—I would not like to 
have you rest under any misapprehension as to m 
means of knowledge. The cireumstance that 
was a Senator of the United States, considering the 
personal relations between myself and Mr. Blaine, 
and considering the official positions which he had 
oecupied and the one which he then occupied, was 
not a circumstance calculated to have any infiu- 
ence upon his action In the matter. I do not think 
that my Senatorial capacity counted a straw in my 
Intercourse with the State Department. 

Q.—I am not speaking about your infinence, but 
about your opportunities of knowledge. A.—In 
regard to my opportunities for knowledge, I never 
sought any knowledge from anybody connected 
withthe State Department but Mr. Blaine, andI 
said at first to Mr. Biaine that I should never listen, 
but that I would be glad to know anything he felt 
It proper tosay tome. I never pressed him for 
information. As to my understanding of the posi- 
tion of the Governmentin reference to the Lan- 
dreau and Cochet claims, I understood that the 
department, through its letters to Mr. Hurlbut and 
Mr. Kilpatrick, designed that Peru and Chili should 
have notice of the existence of the Landreau claim 
(an American claim) and of whateverthe Cochet 
claim might become, and that any treaty of peace 
which was entered into should be concluded with 
a knowledge of the existence of those claims. 

Q.—You have stated the policy of the Adminis- 
tration with reference to the Peruvian war and 
with reference to these claims. In what did the 
change of policy consist? A.—I said In my state- 
ment that there was an apparent change of policy, 
but I have indicated repeatedly in my testimony 
that [hoped there was no real change, and that 
the whole thing might turn out to be simply a re- 
Btriction of a discretion given to Mr. Trescot in 
case he found that the purpose of Chili was to in- 
sult us—the discretion being to suspend diplomatic 
relations with that country. The change consisted 
of a reservation of the whole subject for future 
consideration and discussion of the Executive at 
home. If [am wrong in that, then I think that 
there has been a real change, and that the change 
was one which indicated a conclusion (upon so 
trifling an affair as a written disclaimer of a design 
to insult us onthe part of Chili) to pocket the in- 
sult and to get along as best we could. 

Q.—Wherein was this country insulted in the 
arrest of Calderon? A.—That is, of course, a mat- 
ter of opinion. My opinion coincides with that of 
Mr. Hurlbut, expressed as lately as his letter to me 
received in the iatter part of January, which is in 
evidence here—that it was a direct insult to the 
United States, and I think that it was so designed. 

Q.—You stated in your direct tesiimony that 
Calderon and his agents were eagerly anxious for 
the adoption of Mr. Shipherd’s plans. Was that 
your understanding ! A.—Yes. 

Q.—Was that the understanding of the State De- 
artment? A.—That statement was made to Mr. 
3laine by Mr. Shipherd, and, no doubt, by myself. 
Tought to emphasize the fact that the Peruvian 
Consul in New-York and others interested for Peru 
Were exceedingly anxious that this plan, which was 
the only one that they knew or could conceive 
anything of as likely to help Peru, should be ac- 
eomplished. 

Q.—You understood that these agents were rep- 
resenting Calderon in the matter? A.—That they 
represented the Peruvian feeling and interest—yes, 
and Calderon too. 

Q.—That being so, tho probability is that if the 
Chilians had not arrested Calderon the plans of 
the Peruvian Company would have succeeded? 
A.—I think so. The plans of the Crédit Industriel 
would have been better than none at all, although 
it was a foreign corporation. I think that the 
‘American plans to aid Peru would have succeeded 
if Mr. Trescot had carried out the instructions 
with which he left this country. if Calderon had 
remained in the Republic of PerulI think that the 
plans of the Peruvian Company would have been 
parried out—not that the Cochet claim would have 
peen recognized to its full extent, perhaps, but to 
guch an amount as would have been an induce- 
ment to American capitalists to undertake and 
carry ont the enterprise. 

Mr. Blount here closed his cross-examination, 
and Mr. Deuster, of Wisconsin, took up the ex- 
nroination. 

Q.—You stated that when you had your first in- 
serview with Mr. iy gr you agreed readily to 
pall the attention of the Secretary of State to the 
matter asa humane matter ard even déclined to 
receive any compensation as attorney for go doing? 
A.—Do I state that? 

.—Iam stating t® effect of your testimony. 

id you wish to be understood as saying that your 
ympathy with Peruled youin this matter more 

than the interests of this claim against Peru? A.— 
In my original action in the matter I do not think 
that the claim influenced me at ail, beeause I first 
eclined absolutely anything like compensation 
or what I might do. Idonot wish to be set up as 
philanthropist or to be put in the light of claiming 
o be especially a benevolent, soft-hearted gentle- 
an, butallthese considerations of a national and 
of aninternational character that I have indicated 
so the committee and the deplorable condition of 
he inhabitants of Peru influenced me in my origi- 
nal purpose of calling the matter to the attention 
~ the ecretary of State, as requested by Mr. Ship- 
erd. 

Mr. Deuster then asked a series of questions 
bearing on the origin and history of the complica- 
tions between Chill, Peru, and Bolivia, tending to 
show that the war had been forced upon Chill by a 
pecret alliance, offensive and defensive, existing 
for six years previously between Peru and Bolivia, 
and by an attempt on the part of Bolivia to levy a 
tax upon the saltpetre a cme in the Province of 
Atacama, and principally worked by Chilians; also, 
that at the time of the outbreak Chili was inferior 
in military strength to Peru and Bolivia. Mr. Blair 
wid not admit the latter point. He said: ‘Chili 
is by far the best fighting power of South America. 
She has the most vigorous population. The senti- 
ment of patriotism and nationality is stronger in 
the Chilian than any other people of South 
America. A Chilian will fight for his country, or on 
the street, or on the battle-field, utterly regardless 
pf any dgsproportion of odds. Chili had a very 
vigorous military and naval preparation.” 

Q.—Do you consideraclaim that was unrecog- 
nized and resisted by the country against which it 
was made sufficient reason for interference in & 
gontroversy between that country and a victorious 
neighbor? A.—Oh, no; not necessarily; and, as 
you put the question, not by any means. 

—Neither of these claims had been recognized 
In Peru—neither the Landreau claim nor the Cochet 
vlaim, nor the Crédit Industriel? A.—I think that 
that is not a-correct statement of the fact. I think 
that the justice of both the Landreau and Cochet 
laims had never been denied by Peru. It had 
een admitted—not in amount, but that both Lan- 
dreau and Cochet were entitled to a substantial re- 
ward from the Peruvian people for the benefits 
conferred upon them. 
~Q.—Does it not appear a little singular that this 
Cochet.claim was presented just at the time when 
Peru was in distress and in the expectation that a 
part of its territory should be taken by Chili? A. 
—I think that if it never had been presented be- 
fore, if it were a new claim, it might be quite sin- 
rand its injustice would be quite probable. 
ut this is a claim, it must be borne in mind, which 
originated 40 years ago, which had been formerly 
pressed and admitted and compensation denied. 
Q.—I mean to gay that it is a fittle peculiar or 
cious that a Peruvian should come here just 
at this time and sell his claim to Americans for the 

urpose of having it collected and enforced. A.—

Do you regard that stock as valuable for anything 
in the world but shot-gun wadding? A.—I do not 
wish to be understood as indorsing the opinion 
that it 1s valuable even forthat. [Laughter. 

Mr. Belmont then proceeded to interrogate the 
witness as follows: 

Q.—Did you not say that the Chilians arrested 
Calderon, suspecting that the plansof the Peruvian 
Company might be carried out? A.—I stated that 
that was my belief. 

—If it was the duty and the polley of the 
United States Government to bring the war to an 
end and to preserye the territorial integrity of 
Peru, could not the United States Government 
have accomplished that result if the State Depart- 
ment had kept itself clear of these Landreau and 
Cochet claims? Would it not have been more easy 
to accomplish that result if these claims had not 
been promoted? A.—I think not; I think it would 
have been an impossibility for this reason: The 
first part of the question makes an as- 
sumption as though I _ said it was the 
duty of this Government to make peace. 
I do not wish to be understood as saying that, but 
— to the substance of the question) the 

overnment had warned away help from abroad, 
either from other nations or from the Credit In- 
dustriel, as I understood. That company had 
sought the countenance of the State Department 
before and during the administration of Mr. Blaine. 
It received no encouragement, and did not, I sup- 
pose, dare to enter upon important business trans- 
actions in Peru without the acquiescence of the 
United States. Therefore, there was no hope for 
Peru. She could not get this indemnity unless she 
derived it from our own country, and our Govern- 
ment, of course, would not furnish it nor indorse 
her bonds, nor in any way become mixed up with 
her pecuniary affairs, therefore it must be done by 
citizens of the United States, if done at all, and only 
through the use of these claims as a means of ob- 
taining a basis of an American organization could 
it be possible to get the funds to pay the Chili in- 
demnity. Therefore, in direct line with the policy 
of the United States to prevent territorial dismem- 
berment, and to give Peru a chance, was this re- 
cognition of any effort of our own citizens in that 
direction. 

Q.—Did you understand that the policy of this 
Government contemplated any protectorate over 
any portion of Peru or allof it? A.—No, I did not 
understand that this Government had ever reached 
any such position as that. I never understood 
that to be the purpose of the State Department. 

Q.—Was it the purpose of the Peruvian Com- 

any? A.—No. The Peruvian Company would 
cove been undoubtedly supremely glad if affairs 
had taken this course. An American protectorate 
over the territory of Peru would bave been the 
best guarantee of the safety of American business 
operations there, 

Q.—What is the meaning of this clause in the 
proposed agreement: ‘‘The company may, at its 
discretion, maintain such force as may be heces- 
sary to protect its property and interests, and this 
force may Include detachments from the land and 
naval force of the United States?” Did you con- 
sider it as having been seriously contemplated that 
the company should occupy this territory under 
these conditions? A.—I could not say as to that. 
I suppose that such a company, being properly cn- 
titled to protection and being unabie to protect 
itself, might, if there were American troops there 
and if the Government were willing to assist in 
protecting the property of American citizens, ask 
that to be done. It would be perfectly right that 
the Government should do so, and perfectly wrong 
if it would not do so. 

Q.—I understood Mr. Blaine to have testified that 
he believed the action of Chili against Peru to havo 
been what he describes asa “ put-up job on the 
part of the British Government” led you to take 
the same view of the matter? A.—That is a phrase 
which I do not know how to define—a put-up job 
as between nations. Perhaps, from the published 
accounts of what occurred between you and Mr. 
Blaine personally, neither of you ought te be held 
to the most accurate dictionary definition of terms. 
{Laughter.] 

The Chairman—The Chair hopes that that sub- 
ject will not be introduced in the remotest degree. 
|Laughter. ] 

The Witness—If you mean to say that it was a 
put-up job in an offensive sense toward Great Brit- 
ain, I would rather rot say it, for I do not want to 
get into a war with Great Britain right off, [Laugh- 
ter.] I believe thet British interest and British in- 
fluences were the very backbone of Chili's action. 
But I think the British did just exactly what they 
had aright to do, and what we would have done if 
the circumstances had been reversed. 

Mr. Belmont—Do you think it possible for Ameri- 
can interests to compete successfully with British 
interests in South Americaso long as our tariff 
laws and the navigation laws are asthey are’ | 
mean how can the diplomatic action of the Goy- 
ernment bring about the results you desire A.— 
That is another large question. Things that are, 
are not necessarily to continue always, and if | 
were to set about reversing our foreign policy with 
reference to commercial interests, I suoula reverse 
it. That is all. 

Q.—You wrote on the 26th of November that the 
recent management of the Shiplerd matter and 
the course of events led you to apprehend Congres- 
sional action. Why should there be any Congres- 
sional action on this question? A.—You are a gen 
tleman, Mr. Belmont, and I want to say one or two 
things to you. I have, in my public life, done what 
I could to keep free from any persona! interest in 
matters that might become the subject of legisla- 
tion. Ihave been as careful! in that regard, I think, 
as most men. And when I wrote that letter I had 
as much reason to suppose that the matters of this 
company might culminate in what might be valna- 
ble as at any other time—if not more. But the 
course of events looked more and more as though 
the Government might possibly become a party 
ultimately. Calderon had been arrested, (which I 
had not contemplated earlier.) He had been first 
deprived of his Government and then of his per- 
sonal liberty, and it looked more and more to me 
as though foreign interests were backing up Chili. 
And if we maintained the policy which we had en- 
tered upon nobody could {tell when a protectorate 
of Peru would be a subject matter of discussion. 
If so it would necessarily come to Congress, and 
the affairs of the Peruvian Company might become 
mixed up. Ihad an ideathat the thing might get 
into Congress, and that I might have to vote upon 
it. I threw it aside just as you would have done, 
I have no doubt. 

q@.—I only want to know what Congressional 
action there could have been on this subject. Was 
it by a treaty that would have to be discussed in 
the Senate? A.—It might have been a mixed treaty 
in which the affairs and operations of the company 
sheuld have entered as conditions involving the 
treaty between the two nations. 

—— you think that hostilities were at ali pos- 
sible under the circumstances? A.—Ob, every- 
thing is possible. Uniess Chili should have been 
supported, as she may have been and as she may 
be now, by foreign fleets and forces, it would not 
be likely that there would be any hostilities arising 
out of the position which this Government might 
take. 

Q.—If the restoration of Calderon had been asked 
and refused. would we not have been obliged to 
follow up the request with force? A.—1i do not see 
why we could not have backed down as well after 
as before. 1 suppose thata nation disposed to 
back down could have done it at any stage. You 
are questioning me upon a theory; but I do not 
wish to be understood as admitting that I believe 
that the policy of the department will be found to 
be a substantial reversal of American traditions 
and policy from the beginning. I believe that be- 
fore we get out it will be found, in some way, that 
the American Nation will manage to maintain its 
respectability and predominance; that we are not 
quite extinguished yet, and that this Admigistra- 
tion does not propose that we will be. : 

Q.—You think that we were reaching a position 
where we would either have to back down or go 
abead? A.—That is a metaphysical question 
somewhat, but an entirely proper one. I think 
that unless we could come to a dead sop, and un- 
less the roll of the universe be arrested by a dash, 
we must either stop or go ahead. [{Laughter.] 

By Mr. Lord—What was the length of the inter- 
view at Mr. Blaine’s house en the evening of the 
25th of July and the morning of the 26th, treating 
both as the one interview? A.—At least an hour 
and a half. : 

Mr. Belmont ee asked the witness whether he 
would produce his correspondence with Mr. Ship- 
herd, and the witness firmiy declined yee it.

THE COUNTY DEMOCRACY. ’ 

The County Committee of the New-York 
County Democracy met last, evening at No. 1 West 
Union-square, John E. Develin presiding. Ex- 
Judge Fowler offered resolutions ‘‘ calling public 
attention to the fact that the Democratio mem- 
bers of the Legislature have adhered to 
the’ platform adopted by the last Democratic 
State Convention, and had _ resisted the 
efforts of the followers of Gov. Cornell and 
John Kelly to place the anti-monopoly cause in the 


keeping of a monopoly Governor,” and, that it was 
hoped that ‘* by fidelity and persistance the Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature, aided by honest 
Republicans, may yet be able to secure suc action 
as will place railroad corporations within the 
effective contrcl and regulation of a commission 
chosen by the direct. action of the people. 
Ex-Distriet Attorney John R. Fellows denounsed 
monopolies generally and Gov. Cornell and John 
Kelly in particular, and argued that the Jeffer- 
sonian Demoerats’’ were the best friends of anti- 
monopoly. He was followed by Mr. E. B. Schnatel, 
who spoke in the same strain and_who;urged that 
all Irishmen should desert from the leadership of 
Jobn Kelly. On motion of Jacob Seebacher a reso- 
lution approving of the conduct of Perry Belmont 
in the Congressional Committee, on the relations 
between this country and Chili and Peru, was 
adopted.

NUMBER OF CASES. 


LAST OF THE TERM-—AN ADVERSE 


DECISION IN SERGT. MASON’S CASE— 
SEVERAL LAND AND PATENT SUITS DIS- 
POSED OF. 

WASHINGTON, May 8.—This was the last day 
of the present term of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and decisions were rendered in 
about 50 cases, of which the following are abstracts 
of the most important: + 

No. 16— Original, ex parte, in the matter of John A. 
Mason, petitioner.—This was a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus to release Mason, the petitioner, 
from confinement in the Albany Penitentiary, un 
der sentence by a general court-martial. After re- 
viewing the facts of the case, Chief-Justice Waite, 
who delivered the opinion, said in substance: ‘A 


questoin which presents itself at the outset is 
whether this court has jurisdiction to issue such a 
writ as isasked. Upon this question there is not 
entire unanimity of opinion among the members 
of the court, and we purposely withhold any dect- 
sion at this time in respect toit. We all agree, 
however, that if a writ might issue, there could be 
no discharge under it if the court-martial had juris- 
diction to try the offender for the offense with 
which be was charged, and the sentence was one 
which the court could, under the law, pronounce. 
The Chief-Justice then quoted the Sixty-second Ar- 
ticle of War, and said that the offense charged in 
this case was largely one to the prejudice of good 
order and military discipline. The offender was 
a soldier in the Army of the United States, 
As such, according to the _ specifications 
of the charge made against him, he was 
ordered on guard duty in the United States 
jail in Washington, and while on duty he willfully 
and maliciously discharged his musket with intent 
to killa prisoner confined in the jail under the au- 
thority of the United States. The gravamen of 
the military offense is, that while standing guard 
as a soldier over a jail in which a prisoner was cen- 
fined the accused willfully and maliciously at- 
tempted to kill the prisoner. Shooting with in- 
tent to kill isa civil crime, but shooting by a sol- 
dierof the Army standing guard over a prison 
with intent to kill a prisoner confined therein is 
not only acrime against society but an atrocious 
breach of military discipline. While the prisoner 
who was shot at was not himself connected with the 
military service, the soldier who fired the shot was 
on military duty at the time, and the shooting 
was a direct violation of the orders under whieh 
he was acting. It follows that the crime charged 
and for whieh the trial was bad was not simply an 
assault with intent to kill, but an assault by a sol- 
dier on duty with intent to killa prisoner confined 
in a jail over which he was standing guard. In our 
opinion, the Fifth and Fifty-ninth Articles of War 
have no application to the case. The objects and 
purposes of the Fifth Article were elaborately con- 
sidered in Coleman ys. Tennessee, 94 United States, 
509. <As it is to operate only in time of war, it 
neither adds to nor takes from the powers which 
courts-martial have under the Sixty-second Articlo 
in time of peace. It is not pretended that 
any a was ever made under Arti- 
cle 59, for the surrender of Mason to the civil 
authorities for trial. So far as appears the person 
injured by the offense committed was satisfied to 
have the offender dealt with by the military tri- 
bunal. The choice of the tribunal by which the 
offender is to be tried has not been given to him. 
He has offended both against the civil and the mili- 
tary law. Asthe proper steps were not taken to 
have him proeeeded against by the civil authori- 
ties it was the clear duty of the military to bring 
him to trial under that jurisdiction. Whether 
after trial by the court-martial he can be again 
tried in the civil court is a question we need not 
now consider. It is enough that the court-martial 
had jurisdiction to proceed, and that what has 
been done is within the powers of that jurisdiction. 
The next objection is that the sentence is in ex- 
cess of what the law allows. Under the Ninety 
seventh Article of War, when the offense is one not 
recognized by the laws regulating civil soclety, 
there can be no punishment by confinement ina 
penitentiary. The same is true when the offense, } 
though recognized by the civil authorities, is not | 
punishable by the civil courtsin that way. But } 
when the act charged as “ conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and discipiine”’ {is actually a 
crime against society, which is punishable by im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary, it seems clear 
to us that a court-martial is authorized 
at its diceretion to inflict that kind of 
punishment. The act done is a civil crime, 
and the trial is for that act. The proceeding 
are had in a court-martial because the offender is 
personally amenable to that jurisdiction, and what 
he did was not only criminal according to the laws 
of the land, but prejudicial to the good order and 
discipline of the Army to which he belonged. ‘The 
sixty-second article provides that the offender, 
when convicted, shall be punished at the discre- 
tion of the court, and the ninety-seventh article 
does no more than prohibit the court from sentence 
ing to imprisonment in a penitentiary in cases 
when, if the trial had been had for the same act in 
the civil courts. that could not be done. It is next 
objected that the sentence fs in excess of the juris- 
diction of the court, beeause, in addition to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for the full 
term allowed by the laws of the District of Colum- 
bia for the offense of an assault with intent to kill, 
it subjects such offender to dishonorable discharge 
from the Army and a forfeiture of his pay and al- 
lowances. As has already been said, under this 
sixty-second article the punishment is to be at the 
discretion of the court. The ninety-seventb article 
only limits this discretion as to imprisonment in 
the penitentiary, and it has been nowhere provided 
that the 
greater than the civilcourts could inflict. It fol 
lows that the rule must be discharged, and it is so 
ordered. 

No. 28--V. J, Stevenson et al., appellants, va. The 
Texas and Pacific Railrcad Company.—Appeal from 
the Circuit Court of the United States for the West- 
ern District of 'Texas.—The controversy in this case 
relates to the title to 250,000 acres of land originally 
granted to the Texas Western Railway Company, 
and now claimed by the Texas and Pacific Com- 
pany by virtue of a judicial sale made Sept, 3, 1461, 
of the reorganized Texas Western Uallroad, with 
its property, rights, and franchises. The court 
hojds that the legal title of the Texas and Pacific 
Railroad Company, derived through its purchase 
from and consolidation with the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, is superior to that of the mort- 
gages under and through which the appellants 
claim as holders of the bonds. The decree of the 
Circuit Court is therefore affirmed. Opinion by 
Justice Matthews. 

No. 82—The Newport and Cincinnati Bridge Com- 
pany, appellant, vs. She tnited States.—Appeal from 
the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Southern District of Ohio.—In 1869 the Newport 
and Cincinnati Bridge Company, a corporation 
chartered by the States of Ohlo and Kentucky, 
applied to Congress for permission to build a 
bridge across the Ohio River at Cincinnati. By a 
resolution adopted March 8, 1869, this permission 
was granted upon condition that the draw-bridge 
should have a channel span of not less than 20 feet 
above low-water mark. By an act passed March 3, 
1871, after the appellants had begun the con 
struction of the bridge, this permission was 
withdrawn, but the company was authorized 
to construct a bridge having an elevation of 100 
feet instead of the one originally contemplated and 
thenin process of building. Tho company changed 
its plan and completed its bridge in accordance 
with the new requirements, and then brought this 
suit to recover from the United States tne increased 
cost involved in the construction of a bridge tu 
meet the provisions of the law of 1871. The prin- 
cipal question involved is the liability of the United 
States in damages by reason of the changes which 
the act of 1871 made necessary in the form 
and dimensions of the bridge. The ap- 
pellants claim to haye been injured to 
the extent of more than $500,000. The 
opinion of the court is in substance as follows: 
The franchise of the company, by enactment, was 
revocable whenever in the judgment of Congress it 
could not be used without substantial and material 
detriment to the interests of navigation. A with- 
drawal of the franchise might have rendered prop- 
erty acquired on the faith of it and to be used in 
connection with it less valuable, but that was a 
risk which the company voluntarily assumed when 
it expended its money under the limited license 
whieh alone Congress was willing to give. It was 
optional with the company to accept or not 
what was granied, but having accepted it 
must submit to the control which Congress, 
in the legitimate exercise of the power 
that was reserved may deem it necessary for the 
common good to insist upon. In the opinion of 
the court, Congress did no more than it was au- 
thorized to do, and there is no liability resting on 
the United States to answer in damages. Con- 
gress had a right under the Constitution and laws 
of the United States to require the change to be 
made without making any compensation to the 
company in money. The decree of the Circuit 
Court isaffirmed. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite, 
Justices Field, Miller, and Bradley dissenting. 

No. 295—Asa Johnson et al., appellants, vs. The 
Flushing and North Side Ratiroad Company.—Ap- 
peal from the Circuit Court of the United States 
for the Eastern District of New-York.—This was a 
suit brought by the appellants to restrain the 
alleged infringement by the appellee of a reissued 

atent on anew and useful form of self-adjusting 
astening for fastening metallic coverings to build- 
ings, and for use in any and all other places where 
metals require fastening and their contraction and 
expansion require accommodation. The infringe- 
ment-complained of in this case is the use by the 
railroad company of what is known as the "fish- 

late joint” for uniting the ends of railroad rails. 
he court holds that the reissued patent is void, 
because it is not for the same invention as that de- 
scribed in the original patent. The decree of the 
Circult Courtis affirmed. Opinion by Justice Woods. 

No. 224—Bridge, Beach & Co., appellanis, vs. the 
Excelsior Manufacturing Company.—Appeal from 
the Circuit Court of the United States for the 
Eastern District of. Missouri.—This was a suit 
brought by the appellants as assignees for alleged 
infringement of a patent on a sbelf attached to 
the oven doors of cooking stoves. The court holds 
that the patentee, if entitled to anything, is entitled 
to the precise device which he has described and 
claimed in his patent, and as the defendants use a 
different one they are not guilty of infringement. 
Decree affirmed. Opinion by Justiee Bradley. 

Nos. 252, 1,180, 1,190, and 1,191—7he Wilson Pack- 
ing Company, et a., appellants, vs. The Chicago

applied for, and that the defendants have infringed 
it. The decree of the Circuit Court is, therefore, 
‘reversed and the cause remanded, with instructions 
to enter a decree in favor of the complainants. 
Opinion by Justice Bradley. Justice Blatchford 

did not participate. 

No. 264—The City New-Orleans, appellani, ve. 
‘John A, Morrts, Jack Wharton, et al.—Appeal from 
the Clrouit Court of the United States for the 
District of Louisiana—-The appellee. Wharton, as 
Marshal, to satisfy a judgment held by the other 
appellees against the city, levied upon stock of the 
New-Orleans Water-works, held by the city, and 

ordered its sale, Against this sale the city invoked 
the restraining power of the Circuit Court. The 
court dismissed the city’s bill, and from its decision 
the present appeal is taken. The oity of New- 
Orleans originally owned the water-works of the 
city, but sold them to the Water-works Company, 
taking stock of the company in payment there- 
for. This court holda that since it is conceded 
that the water-works themselves, in the hands of 
the city, were not liable to seizure and sale for the 
ordinary debts of the city, there is nothing in the 
“nature of impairment of obligation of existing con- 
tracts in the aet of the Legislature creating the 
water-works company which declares exempt 
from such seizure and sale the stock in said com- 
pany issued to the city in payment for said public 
works. ‘The Legislature simply continued in this 
property in the shape of shares the same excep- 
tions which had belonged to the property repre- 
sented by those shares. Decree reversed, with 
costs, and cause remanded with directions to over- 
rule the plea and for further proceedings. Opinion 
by Justice Miller.

Of the 800 tenements belonging to the company 
not more than 40 have been vaeated. Some few 
families are preparing to leave. The soliciting 
committees have collected a small sum of money, 
probably about $500.

June 3. After that date the company will decide 
the question of ejectment. Printing cloths have 
not advanced in price, and tne stocks in the Fall 
River and Providence markets are larger now than 
a month since by over 200,000 pieces, this alone be- 


ne nearly 40 weeks’ production of the Harmony 
ills, 


Boston, May 8.—Four hundred girls em- 
ployed by the Mystic Rubber Company,in this 
city, quit work this morning. They claim that 
their employers attempted to reduce their wages 
25 per cent. The officers of the company assert 
that they were obliged to reduce their pay-roll 
during the Winter season, but that on March 1 
they increased the wages 20 per cent. A large 
stock of goods had accumulated, and rather than 
shut down entirely they posted notices In the shops 
to the effect that Winter wages only would be paid 
on and after to-day. The company says there will 
be no difficulty in filling the places of the strikers.

It is as to live with great aspirations and to 
die with glad hopes asto creep through existences 
‘afraid of every ache.and pain and actually dread- 
ing and-deprecating the wise and gentle course of 
,nature.. Furthermore, courage. and hope breed 
virtues, while cowardice and doubts and fears 
make men mean and vicious. It was good, there- 
fore, to have in this nineteenth century a teacher 
so radiant and so assured as Ralph Waldo Emer- 
son, whose elevating influence, if we are not mis- 
taken, will more and more extend as science en- 
riches and assists human life, and religions expand 
themselves to meet her in sisterly alliance. To 
read Emerson is to drink a wholesome tonio for 
that disease of intellectual and moral indigestion’ 
which makes the.age so decrepit and. melancholy.

Mr. Emerson's age po ng was not much more 
than the confusion of au impressionable, highly 
susceptible mind, and he never pretended to have 
excogitated a definite system of any kind. He 
‘claimed at all times the right to contradict himseif, 
and he exercised it freely and apove board. He 
gave you the pros one day, and he put forward the 
cons the next with as much earnestness and force, 
The final residuum of his teaching would probably 
be reducible toa few strong instincts and a few 
simple rulesof good sense. If aphilosopher at all, 
he wassuch only in the large sense in which his 
favorite Montaigne wasone. Some of his best es* 
Says are a jumble of pty things—so many of 
the choicest pearls which have never been strung 
It is only by a mental illusion on the part of his 
admirers, similar to that which enables one to dis- 
cern an articulate voice in the sighing of the wind, 
that one can find in his glittering and discursive 
epigrams a connected series of thoughts. But, dis- 
missing a view of his genius which is put forward 
only by ill-advised friends, we find in him an essay- 
ist of the highest order—an essayist as brilliant as 
Hazlitt, with powers of drawing by a word subtle 
moral distinetions which La Bruyére could not sur- 
pass, and with unfailing affinities to all that is best 
innature. He-has very varied charms, and plenty 
of surprises are in store for his readers. He 
will hover on the borders of the region which 
is Mr. Tupper’s own, and he will then write you 
one or two sentences about love or friendship 
or other high themes which will not suffer them- 
selves to be forgotten in a long life, or he will let 
fall a dictum whieh seems a newly discovered 
aphorism by Bacon, or pen haif a page which will 
read as if an excerpt from Barrow%or Jeremy Tay: 
lor broken into glittering meces. It is not given ta 
all students of literature to admire Mr. Emerson’ 
frosty poetry, or to discern the difference between 
its wingless motion and obscure and awkward 
prose. But noone cau help admiring the acute 
ness and brilliancy of his ‘*Engiish Traits’ or the 
subtle sympathy of hisessay on Montaigne. The 
world will not be agreed as to the exact nature of 
the literary merits of Mr. Emerson. But on ali 
hands it will be admitted that his country has lost 
aman of genius of whom it might well be proud, 
and his generation a teacher whom it cannot re

In a dirty, dismal, ill-conditioned street in 
Pentonville there isa tall.old house which makes 
public announcement of itself as a?,**dancing 
academy,” and which has.painted up over one of 


its interior doors, ‘Latter-Day Saints’ Meeting 
Room.” Here, every Sunday and one night during 
the week, assembles the Mormon population of 
North London. As may be guessed, the Saints are 
not a numerous body. On Sunday night, when 
they were apparently in full force, the congrega- 
tion numbered about 100, among whom females 
greatly preponderated, about one-third being girls 
whose ages ranged from 10 years toabout 18. There 
were, perhaps, about two dozen men present. Six 
of these, being Elders or office-bearers, were seat- 
ed round a tapie, which does duty for 
@ pulpit, at the head of the room. The 
“Saints,” both male and female, seemed 
to belong to the lower working class, and 
to be such persons as would be likely to finda 
strong argument for the Mormon religion in the 
fact that it has anearthly Zion. There was little 
show of reverential feeling before the commence: 
ment of the service. Those who were present 
laughed and talked with as much ease and freedom 
as if they were out of doors. There is, however, 
very little about a Mormon religious service that 
encouragessolemnity of feeling or conveys the idea 
of worship. On Sunday night the proceedings 
commenced by the singing of a hymn, to a gallop- 
ing tune, from a boo). which has a short preface 
signed by Brigham ‘foung, Elder Pratt, and John 
sage, the present head of the Mormon Church, 
and which, among its other very miscellaneous 
contents, has a lyric commencing “ Deseret, Dese- 
ret, the home of the free!” After tne hymn thera 
wasa minute’s ac and then astalwart young 
“Eider” from Utah. in a voice which comes 
“through his nose and mouth.’’ rose to preach 
what he spoke of as ‘*the Gospel.”

The President has signed the new bill to 
gaspend the immigration of Chinese laborers 
for a period of ten years. It is to be hoped 
that this will.settle the much-vexed Chinese 
question for a time.at least. The bill was 
drawn with special reference to the objec- 
tions raised by the President in his Message 
wlisapproving the? first bill passed by Con- 
gress. As it now stands, the law suspends 
the immigration of Chinese laborers, whether 
skilled or unskilled. or employed in mining. 
Jt provides for a,system of certificates, 
to be issued on the identification of 
Chinese persons now living in this coun- 
try or who may hereafter arrive here 
mnder provisions:of the law authorizing 
jthem to come. The naturalization of all 
Chinese is expressly forbidden. Various fines 
and penalties are imposed upon the masters 
of vessels who shail bring unauthorized 
‘Chinese persons into this country, and upon 
pny person who shall forge, alter, or make 
fraudulent use of thfe certificates to be issued 
to-Chinese who are allowed residence in the 
{United States. The bill as it has become a 
Jaw does not infringe upon any of the rights 
of China as defined in existing treaties. The 
ipeople of California will probably be satis- 
fied with all its features, unless they may 

bject to the shortness of the term during 
(which immigration isto be suspended. 

‘The friends of: free government every- 
where “will watch ; with intense interest the 
further measures. for ‘‘the repression of 
crime in Ireland’’’which Mr. GLADSTONE 
hwill introduce on Thursday in the House of 
‘Commons. From the fact that the an- 
pouncement was followed. by a statement 
from Mr. PARNELL that he conceded the 
probable necessity of further measures for 
that purpose, it may be inferred that the 
Premier does ‘not. contemplate any radical 
change in the recently avowed policy of the 
Government. From the further fact that 
Dir. GLADSTONE accompanied his announce- 
ment with the promise to bring forward at 
an.early day a bill with reference to arrears 
pf rent in Ireland, it is plain that he has no 
intention of giving up remedial for repres- 
sive legislation.. The Coercion law, which 
has just been * practically - surrendered, 
failed in its “ purpose most signally. 
The ordinary ‘ administration of justice 
has also failed because of the impossibility 
of, getting testimony and verdicts in accord- 
nce with the facts against those guilty of 
putrages. No such difficulty can be appre- 
jhended in regard to crimes like the assassi- 
nations of Saturday last. In what direction 
Mr. Guapsrone proposes to extend or 
rhange the action of the Government is, 

herefore, a question, as we have said, of the

The commerce of the country has much to 


answer for in the matter of violating trea- 


ties and solemn contracts made with Indians; 
but this warning to the Indian nations that 
they must give their consent or suffer the 
stigma of being considered ‘‘ unreasonable’’ 


is an unusual step in what seems to have be- 
come a habitual disregard of treaty rights. 


The Railroad Commission bill is the 
special order in the State Senate to-day in 
the shape in which it was ordered to a third 
reading last weck, that is, with the Hagger- 
ty-Tammany-Anti-Monopoly method of se- 
lecting the Commissioners embodied in the 
first section. It is considered certain that 
the bill cannot pass in this shape, as all the 
regular Democrats and some of the Republi- 
cans are opposed to it, and its fortunes 
in any other shape seem to be in the hands 
of the three Tammany Senators. If they 
will allow it to be amended so as to give the 
appointment to the Governor without restric- 
tion, the Republicans will join them and pass 
it, and if they will amend so as to make 
the Commissioners elective or to postpone 
their appointment until a new Governor 
comes in, the regular. Democrats will 
accept it. The alternative, in case of 
obstinacy on the part of the Tammany men, 
is said to be the defeat of the bill, but we see 
no reason why_ the Republicans should not 
consent to the postponement of the appoint- 
ments in order to save it, unless they care 
more about Gov. CoRNELU’s exercise of the 
appointing power than about the establish- 
ment of a Railroad Commission, which, 
after all, is supposed to be the main purpose 
of the bill. 

Only fifty-seven new bills were introduced 
in the House yesterday under the call of 
States. This surprising moderation is prob- 
ably due to the fact that Congressmen have 
at last come to the conclusion that their pet 
schemes have no chance whatever of refer- 
ence during these closing weeks of Con- 
gress. Among the new bills was one which 
certainly has notin it any merit to recom- 
mend it to the favorable attention of 
Congress—the bill to place Firz JonHn 
PoRTER on the Army retired list. 
The Attorney-General declared that 
the President has no legal right to 
nominate PorrTER to any position in the 
Army, but that he did have a right to par- 
don him, and that that pardon would only 
remove his disabilities. It is now proposed 
to put PorrER back into his rank in the 
Army, and thence upon the retired list, by 
special statute. As the retired list is already 
full, it is to be enlarged for the benefit of 
Mr. Porter. It is safe to say that the bill 
has no chance of consideration during the 
present session of Congress, and it is very 
doubtful if it can pass at the next session, 
which isa short one. Perhaps the indefati- 
gable PoRTER may yet compel the country 
to adopt his case as an ‘‘issue’’ in a Presi- 
dential canvass. 


RELIEF OF THE SUPREME COURT. 


The debate on Mr. Davis’s bill for the re- 
lief of the Supreme Court continued in the 
Senate yesterday without result, and a new 
bill was introduced by Mr. Morean, of 
Alabama, providing for a division of the 
court into sections in accordance with 
the plan advocated by certain members 
of a committee of the American 
Bar Association just presented in their 
report. Other members of the same 
committee are expected soon to submit a 
separate report, which will be opposed to 
the plan of dividing the court, and which, 
it is therefore to be presumed, will be favor- 
able either to the plan of establishing sep- 
arate courts of appeal in the circuits, as 
proposed by the Davis bill, or that of creat- 
ing a single Court of Appeals at Washing- 
ton subsidiary to the Supreme Court. The 
necessity for some measure of relief seems 
to be admitted on all sides, and the only 
question in controversy relates to the 
methed of securing it. 


One objection to the plan for dividing the 
present court into sections is that it would 
contravene or evade the constitutional re- 
quirement that the Supreme Court shall be 
‘‘one.’’ The four members of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association committee who signed 
the report published yesterday endeavor 
somewhat laboriously to meet this objection. 
They argue that it is within the power of 
Congress to authorize the ‘court to divide 
itself into sections, assigning the Judges who 
are to act in each and allotting to them the 
cases or classes of cases upon which they 
are to pass, but giving its formal sanction 
asa whole to their adjudications and re- 
viewing such of these as it may deem 
proper. This, it is contended, would 
not make more than one tribunal of 
the Supreme Court, and would not, there- 
fore, contravene the provisions of the Con- 
stitution. It might not be an absolute con- 
travention, but it is not so clear that it 
would not be an evasion. If the require- 
ment that there shall be ‘‘one Supreme 
Court’’ has any meaning worth contending 
about, it must mean that the action of the 
tribunal of last resort shall be that of a 
single body, and of that body as a whole. 
The entire weight of its authority must 
be given alike to all adjudications of which 
it is the nominal source. If a large part of 
its duties are parceled out among its mem- 
bers in sections, each of which constitutes a 
tribunal by itself, it is difficult to see how 
the adjudications can be made those of the 
whole body by a merely formal sanction. 
They can be made so only by a careful re- 
view of the’ grounds on which they are 
based and an intelligent approval of those 
grounds. That would obviously increase 
rather than diminish the labor of the Bench. 
If such a review were not given to the 
decisions of the sections, they could not 
be regarded in any proper sense as the adju- 
dications of the full court or command the 
respect due to such. Hence some of the 
strongest of the arguments of the committee 
against the circuit courts of appeal would 
apply with equal if not greater force against 
these subdivisions of the Supreme Court. 

Another objection, quite as serious as the 
constitutional one, is that this plan would 
not afford the needed relief. It 1s strenuous- 
ly contended by these eminent members of 
the Bar Association that the position of 
the Supreme Court should not be lowered 


is 
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or shorn of any of its prestige. It 


must be maintained in its command- 
ing position at the head of the 
Judiciary, its authority must not be im- 


paired, and the veneration in which it is held 


must not be shaken. In other words, its 


work must sustain itself at the standard and 
of the quality which:give it so much weight 
and authority. Now, it would be a curi- 
ous calculation to ascertain just how much 


can be added to the working power of 


nine men by dividing them into two 
or three sections to go over a large part of 
their work, and then bringing them together 
to determine that it has all been properly 
done, According to ex-Justice Srrone, 
every Judge goes over every case by himself 
and gives it a thorough consideration, and 
then all the Judges meet in consultation to 
compare and harmonize their views. The 
result of this process is the judicial action of 
the Supreme Court, and the quality of that 
action is due to the process by which it is 
reached. Can the standard be maintained 
by the same number of men working alter- 
nately in detachments and as a single body 
without increasing rather than reducing the 
burden of labor? 


Most of the objections made to the inter- 
mediate courts of appeal, which would make 
a final disposition in the circuits of a large 
number of the less important cases, seem 
to us far from weighty. These cases would 
nearly all be of a commercial character, in no 
sense different from those arising under State 
jurisdiction. All questions of constitutional 
construction and the application of Fed- 
eral statutes, everything affecting the rights 
of citizens in any political or national as- 
pect, would still go to the Supreme Court, 
as would all cases of exceptional importance 
or difficulty. The argument that the court 
would be weakened in authority or low- 
ered in popular estimation by being relieved 
of a great mass of ordinary litigation 
is entitled to little respect, and the 
apprehension that courts of appeal 
in the circuits disposing of this same litiga- 
tion would tend to weaken the bond of 
union and segregate the country into sec- 
tions is, to say the least, visionary. The re- 
lation between popular feeling and the 
action of the Federal Judiciary in cases of 
ordinary commercial litigation would be 
rather hard to trace, and every question 
that could affect their rights and relations as 
citizens of the Republic would be as closely 
associated with the national Government as 
ever if the Supreme Court were relieved 
from the necessity of reviewing decisions in 
unimportant cases merely because the 
parties thereto live in different States. 


A BELATED BEGINNING. 


Mr. Kasson, in the House yesterday, pre- 
sented a resolution that the Ways and Means 
Committee have leave to sit during recess, 
and that it be directed to meet for the prep- 
aration of revenue bills on the second Tues- 
day of November. By that time the honor- 
able members will have learned the results of 
the elections, and will be able to know what to 
do about the grave question with which they 
have been fooling for the last five months, 
That they will in the meanwhile have gath- 
ered any information of a decisive character 
from the investigations of the commission is 
not likely. When the commission bill came 
up in the Senate yesterday, Mr. BAYARD, who 
has made himself conspicuous as nurse to 
the misbegotten measure, urged immediate 
action, but on Mr, Epmunps’s motion it was 
assigned to the calendar, and that gentle- 
man remarked significantly that it would 
come up in its regular order. Evidently 
there is to be no undue hurry about the mat- 
ter in the Senate. Four months is as much 
as can be hoped for for the work of the 
commission before the time fixed by Mr. 
Kasson’s resolution for the meeting of 
his committee, and it would be rash to 
suppose that in that time anything will be 
found out that is worth the finding and 
that is not already known. It is not from 
this source that Mr. Kasson anticipates any 
light for his committee, which has been 
wandering in darkness ever since Decem- 
ber. 

From what source, then, can he expect to 
get any guidance that has not been available 
during the present session? Obviously from 
the elections, and it is very desirable that he 
shall not be disappointed. It is not en- 
couraging to those who believe that the Re- 
publican Party is by far the safest trustee of 
the governmental power to reflect that the 
miserable makeshift of a commission was a 
Republican device to avoid taking any defi- 
nite position upon the tariff, but it is un- 
doubtedly true. As a political device it was 
shallow, weak, and foolish. It fastened 
on the party leaders the responsibil- 
ity of having maintained the present 
tariff, with the added disadvantage of 
being afraid to say so plainly. It has 
discouraged and disgusted those Repub- 
licans who were convinced that there should 
be a reform, and that it should commence at 
once, and it has not won to the Republican 
side any one who was not already there. If 
this Congress had made even a beginning at 
tariff reduction; if it had but taken up the 
question in earnest, and shown some dispo- 
sition to deal with it in a sensible and busi- 
ness-like fashion, the Republicans would 
have lost nothing and might have gained a 
good deal in the approaching elections. As it 
is, they can gain nothing and may losea 
good deal. And when Mr. Kasson’s com- 
mittee meets, if it should meet, in November, 
it will be too late to repair the mischief so 
far as the Republican Party is concerned. 
But it may not be too late for the committee 
to take a step which they ought to have 
taken long ago, and to frame a bill for the 
reduction of the tariff which may be car- 
ried through at the next session. 


In the meantime there are indications that 
the revenue reform movement is taking defi- 
nite shape in the West, and that a determined 
effort will be made to make the reform an 
effective element in the canvass for Congress, 
Clubs and associations are being formed in 
the North-west, recruited without distinction 
of party, with the avowed purpose of sup- 
porting for Congress only those candidates 
whose views are favorable to reform, 
Where both candidates comply with this con- 
dition the members will follow their indi- 
vidual preferences. Where only one is willing 
to pledge himself to reform, the influence of 
the club will be exerted for his election. 
Where neither will commit himself, the 
question of an independent candidate will. 


o 


be considered, It is impossible to say how 


far these organizations may be able to affect 
the elections, but it 1s obvious that with the 
present majority in the House of Represent- 
atives the Republicans have not many seats 


to lose, On this point it will be possible to 
form a more trustworthy opinion in a few 
weeks’ time. But it is not too soon to sug- 
gest to the Republican leaders in every part 
of the country that it is not safe to disregard 
the revenue reform sentiment in the nomi- 


nations which will shortly be made. There 
is no danger that extremists in the direction 
of free trade will be nominated by the 
party. It should be equally certain that the 
extreme obstructionists shall be as few as 
possible. It is plain thatif the Republicans 
secure a good working majority in the next 
House it will only be on condition that they 
do not again dodge the question of the 
tariff. The commission has secured delay 
for the time being, but that is all that it 
has done; it has provided absolutely no 
means of getting away from the dilemma in 
which the party is involved. It would be 
sheer folly to go on the theory that the next 
Congress could repeat the dilatory tactics of 
the present one. 


SUPPORT OF THK EMIGRATION 
COMMISSION. 

There is a prospect that the State will have 
to support the Emigration Commission for 
another year unless its work is to be sus- 
pended altogether, which is hardly to be 
thoughtof. A bill appropriating $250,000 for 
the purpose is pending in the Assembly, and 
its passage is urgently pressed by the Com 
missioners. Some two months ago $40,000 
was appropriated to continue the work, and it 
was then hoped that an arrangement would 
be made with the steam-ship companies for 
the voluntary payment, under contracts 
with the commission authorized by a law 
recently passed, of a charge of 50 cents for 
each immigrant landed, to meet the expenses 
of Castle Garden and the Ward’s Island 
institutions; or, failing that, that the bill 
pending in Congress would relieve the State 
from the burden. The commission has not 
succeeded in making the desired contracts. 
Some of the steam-ship companies have ex- 
pressed a willingness to pay 50 cents a head 
for immigrants landed, others have professed 
to believe that 25 cents would be a sufficient 
charge to meet all necessary expenses, and 
still others are not disposed to pay anything 
unless compelled to do so. As it would be 
necessary to have a general arrangement in 
order to insure a sufficient fund, as well as 
to place all the companies on an equal foot- 
ing, the plan for a voluntary contribution 
may be regarded as a failure. The biil at 
present pending in Congress is that intro- 
duced in the House by Mr. Van YVoor- 
H1s, providing for a fifty-cent tax on 
each immigrant, to be paid by the com- 
panies landing them at any of the ports of 
the United States, and turned over to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who would enter 
into contracts with State Boards of Emigra- 
tion to carry on the work of inspection and 
care, 

Congress has dallied with this subject in a 
negligent fashion for several years. The 
judicial decisions which have denied the 
power of the State to impose the head- 
money tax on immigrants have also denied 
its right to exercise an inspection over im- 
migration. An inspection of some kind 
is mecessary to prevent the wholesale 
landing of criminals, paupers, and 
helpless persons to become a_ charge 
upon the community that receives them. 
The most effectual way of putting a stop to 
this evil is to require the steam-ship com- 
panies bringing over such undesirable for- 
eigners to take them back without landing 
them, as was formerly done under the State 
law which has been declared unconstitu- 
tional. This the State can no longer 
require, as it has been pronounced 
an interference with the regulation of 
foreign commerce, which is within the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of the national Govern- 
ment. Aside from the question of support- 
ing the special work of the Emigration Com- 
mission, which may still be forced upon the 
State by the inaction of Congress, that of 
inspection is an important one which can 
only be settled by national action. A bill 
for this purpose is also pending. 

The State is placed in the awkward posi- 
tion proverbially defined as ‘‘ between the 
devil and the deep sea.” It is compelled to 
receive at its principal port the bulk of the 
immigration into the country, including 
nearly all of that which is of an objection- 
able character. While a large part of the 
sturdy and industrious comers, who bring 
much actual and potential wealth with them, 
distribute themselves over the country, the 
weak, the poverty-stricken, and the vicious 
are apt to settle down here, where they first 
come ashore, and become more or less 
a burden to the community. And yet the 
State has no power to strain the in- 
coming stream and send back the worst 
part of the sediment, and the national Gov- 
ernment furnishes no means of doing so. 
New-York, under the policy pursued for 
thirty years and until the steam-ship com- 
panies made the unfortunate discovery that 
they could not be compelled to pay the 
head-money tax, has built up the beneficent 
agencies ef Castle Garden and Ward’s 
Island, where a work is done the benefits of 
which are shared by the whole country. It 
is desirable that this work should be con- 
tinued for the sake of the immigrants them- 
selves, for the sake of the City, the State, 
and the country at large, but there is no jus- 
tice in putting the whole expense upon the 
State. 


The institutions are established, the work 
is organized and producing valuable re- 
sults, and the burden is one that cannot 
easily be thrown off. Thé payment of the 
tax by the steam-ship companies would be 
neither a burden nor a hardship, as has been 
amply proved by experience, for it is only a 
means of making the immigrants themselves 
pay without feeling or even knowing 
it for the advantages which they all enjoy 
to an extent, and which to the sick and un- 
fortunate among them is an inestimable 
boon. But they refuse to make the payment 
unless compelled to doso, and Congress neg- 
lects to apply the necessary measure of com- 
pulsion. So the State is left with the bur- 
den on its hands and virtually forced to doa 
national work at its own expense. The 
only alternative is to suspend the work as a 
means of arousing Congress to the perform- 
ance of an obvious duty, but this is a harsh 


alternative which, unfortunately, would not 


affect Congress or the country at large so 
severely as the poor immigrants and the 
City and State of New-York. The pending 


appropriation bill provides that the payment 


of money from the State Treasury shall 
cease if the Van Voorhis bill is passed by 
Congress, and a special effort to rouse that 
phlegmatic body to action on a measure 
which has every argument in its favor and 
none against it might possibly have effect. 
TUNES CE TT LE 
BEARS IN DISTRESS. 

What is the matter with the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals that 
it shows no interest in the sufferings of the 
polar bears? It is now more than a week 
since several vessels arrived at. this port and 
reported having passed icebergs in the neigh- 
borhood of the Banks on board of which 
quantities of estimable polar bears were 
floating toward an inevitable and» watery 
grave. Are these animals to be allowed to 
perish, as they certainly will unless Mr. 
Beren’s society sends out an expedition to 
rescue them ? 

The polar bear, as every one knows, in- 
habits the arctic regions and two or three 
enterprising menageries. He wears better 
and more costly fur than any other bear and 
is never guilty of the vulgar practice of danc- 
ing or of climbing a pole. His food consists 
of Esquimaux and fishes, with an occasional 
scientific person engaged in arctic explora- 
tion. His strength is enormous, and his in- 
telligence is so much greater than that of the 
average arctic explorer that the latter always 
speaks of him with great respect, and avoids 
meeting him on the ice lest the bear should 
regard it as an intrusion. There is no 
animal more patient than the polar bear. 
When he finds asnow-hut full of Esquimaux, 
he will sit down at the door and wait whole 
days for the inmates to come forth. It is in 
vain that the Esquimaux attempt to cajole 
him with buns or to distract his attention with 
gingerbread. Unlike the brown bear of the 
menagerie, he cares nothing for these deli- 
cacies, and sniffs derisively at them when 
they are tossed to him out of the second- 
story window of a snow-hut. 

With all his strength and freedom from 
the conventionalities of society, the polar 
bear is a beast of much delicacy of feeling, 
and when he makes a mistake or fails to 
carry out an undertaking on which he has 
set his heart, he exhibits every symptom of 
shame and remorse. *There was a New- 
England maiden lady of mature years who 
once married an arctic missionary—the sup- 
ply of marriageable East Indian mission- 
aries having run low at the time in con- 
sequence of the cholera—and accom- 
panied him to Greenland on her wed- 
ding trip. The day after their arrival 
at Upernavik, the lady wandered out in the 
cool of the afternoon, and, seating herself 
on a block of ice in the outskirts of the 
town, proceeded to admire the beauty of 
the landscape and to wonder whether her 
husband, who was occupied in filling his ice- 
house, would ever be able to convert the 
local ice-dealers, when she was made aware 
of two fur-clad arms, which were tightly 
clasped about her. At once imagining that 
her husband had crept up behind her and 
was giving her a playful embrace, she 
leaned back, and, with half-closed eyes, mur- 
mured: ‘‘ Dearest Charles, how dreadfully 
you surprised me.”’ 

Now, the embracer was not Charles, but 
an enterprising polar bear, who, weakly 
imagining that the New-England lady was 
edible, had attempted to crush her in his 
fore paws. Finding that his usual hug, 
which was close enough to reduce an av- 
erage Esquimau to a pulpy state, did not 
seem to be successful, he braced his hind 
feet against the block of ice, took 
in a long breath, and put forth all his 
strength in one tremendous squeeze. The 
New-England lady never uttered the 
smallest shriek, but simply said: ‘‘ Dear 
Charles, how good you are!’’ and the bear, 
overwhelmed with shame at being thus mis- 
taken fora weak missionary with pulmo- 
nary symptoms, walked sadly away, and 
was found the next day dead of a broken 
heart. This illustrates the delicacy of feel- 
ing which characterizes the polar bear and 
teaches New-England missionaries of the 
gentler sex the cruelty of trifling, even unin- 
tentionally, with his muscles. 


The particular polar bears which are now 
floating about the Atlantic on icebergs have 
evidently been carried away from the arctic 
regions against their will. They must have 
suffered severely from hunger during their 
cruise, for it is improbable that a sufficient 
number of Esquimaux to supply their daily 
wants accompanied them. Of course, it 
will be said that they can live on fish, but it 
should be remembered that, in all proba- 
bility, they have no fishing tackle with them, 
In these circumstances starvation stares 
them in the snout, and unless an emigrant 
ship should happen to be wrecked on the 
ice within reach of the bears, they will 
never have another full meal. Even if they 
do not starve to death, they are certain to be 
drowned. ‘The icebergs which now carry 
them will last but a few weeks longer. As 
the ice floats further and further south it 
will melt more and more rapidly, and when 
it finally disappears the fate of the unhappy 
bears can be easily imagined. 

If Mr. Bereu can sit quietly in his office 
while an unknown number of polar bears 
are thus in deadly peril, he is not the sort of 
man he is generally believed to be. Werea 
steamer to be loaded with a few dozen 
plump boys and sent in search of the bears 
they could probably be rescued without dif- 
ficulty. They would be received in this 
City with enthusiasm by Mr. Barnum, who 
would furnish them with comfortable cages, 
unlimited ice, and real Esquimaux from 
Thompson-street. It will be a drowning 
shame if the bears are left to perish, and the 
steamer Captains who pass them by without 
paying any attention to their signals of dis- 
tress can never again expect to be regarded 
as noble and humane mariners. 





The operations of last year in the sugar trade 
were unusually profitable, both to importers and 
refiners. So great, indeed, was the prosperity of 
the business that the statistician of the Chamber 
of Commerce has recorded 1881 as ‘“‘ared letter 
year in the history of the sugar trade in this coun- 
try.”” The statistics indicate a large increase in 
consumption over the previous year, the amount 
being 11 per cent. larger in 1881 than in 1880, or an 
increase of 94,000 tons in a total consumption of 
918,000 tons. The consumption in 1880 was 824,000 
tons, and in 1879 743,000, proving the steady increase 
of the trade. Taking into account the sugars 


classed as “low grade,” the consumption reaches 
8 grand votal of over 1,000,000 tons, or an increase 
of 88,000 tons over the reeord of 1880. This City, as 
the chief distributing pointof the trade, received 
during the year 566,000 tons, as against 570,000 tons 
in 1880, and it distributed to home consumers 586,- 


000 tons, against 568,000 tons in 1880, Of the total 


importations to this country, which reached the 
amount of 778,000 tons, this City received 566,000 
tons, ornearly 73 per cent. It is reported to be 
impossible to estimate the product of glucose and 
grape sugar, which is not included in the above 
figures, These have supplanted other sorts of 
saccharine matter in the manufacture of beer and 
confectionery, and some authorities place the 
amount thus used as high as 1,000 pounds per diem. 
There is, as yet, however, no way Of verifying this 
estimate. The foreign sugar recelved by the coun- 
try comes chiefly from Cuba, of whose total 
product of 490,000 tons in 1880 the United States re- 
ceived 420,000 tons.

A book that will set all the bibliomaniacs 
wild has just been published at Déle, France. It is 
the first volume ofa new edition of the younger 
ALEXANDRE Dvumas’s plays. This edition is 
limited to ninety-nine copies, all of which are to be 
presented to actors. Each copy bears on the title 
the name of the person for whom it is designed. 
The book in question contains two of the author’s 
most celebrated plays—‘* Diane de Lys” and ‘**La 
Dame aux Camélias,” known here as “ Camille,” 
and in England as ** Heartsease.” It is also fall of 


, curious and confidential reminiscences and valua- 


ble theatrical notes. The story of the manner in 
which “La Dame aux Camélias” came to be 
written and produced is entertainingly told by ML 
Dumas. The whole work was composed in eight 
days. The second act of it was written on 
an afternoon, between the hours of 12 and 5. 
The young dramatist had, however, a good 
deal of trouble in trying to dispose of it. He 
offered it to every manager and actress, and 
no one would accept it. ‘I was the son,” he 
says, ‘of M. ALEXANDRE Dumas, the first dramatic 
author of his time. It was impossible to have a 
more adroit and influential protector. But it was 
allto no use. I was repulsed just as if I were a 
new-comer from the Provinces, with the name of a 
nobody.” The elder Dumas was deeply and sin- 
cerely interested in his son’s work, and prophesied 
that, when it should be produced, it would be a 
very successful drama. He described it as original, 
touching, and audacious—above all, truthful. He 
was confident that, because the play seemed to 
him so full of truth, it would never be brought 
out. Fortunately the author gained the help of a 
powerful patron, the Duc p— Morny. “ La Dame 
aux Camélias” was, in consequence, finally put 
upon the stage. The character of Marguerite 
(Camille) had been originally given to Mile. Far- 
cue, M. Dumas tells us, but this actress did not 
take a fancy to it, and preferred to giveit up. It 
was then offered to Mile. Docne, who liked it, and 
determined to make her reappearance upon the 
stage init. CHARLES Fecnrer was chosen for the 
character of Armand. Frcsatrer was perfectly set- 
tled in his mind that the piece would be speedily 
condemned. He was obstinate and unmanageable, 
and was not inclined to listen to M. Dumae’s sug- 
gestions. The author had his own ideas as to the 
fashion in which the closimg scene of the fourth act 
should be performed, and it was not without diffi- 
culty that he induced Frcutrer to accept these 
ideas. The effect which wasaimed at by M. Dumas, 
and which is now one of the conventions of the 
stage, was not rehearsed, so that on the night of 
the first presentation, Fecnter, who happened to 
remember this effect, and who was greatly excited, 
turned upon Mile. Docue unexpectedly and threw 
her to the stage by main force. The result was, of 
course, intensely dramatic—though somewhat dis- 
agreeable to the actress. The success of the play 
was prodigious.

It appears froma the results of a meeting that 
was held on Friday evening at the residence of Dr. 
Montrose A. PALLEN, corner of Madison-avenue 
and Thirtieth-street, one of the Professors retiring 
from connection with the Medical Department of 
the University of the City of New-York, that the 
attempt to establish a new medical school in this 
City, with some distinctive features, is not to be 
abandoned, but gathers force with the lapse of time. 
Among those who were present at the meeting were 
Dr. D. B. St. Jon Roosa, Dr. Frepenric R. Strvreis, 
President of the County Medical Society; Dr. Par- 
LEN, and others of the retiring post-graduate Fac- 
ulty, together with men of wealth who are inter- 
ested in the project. It is understood that 
negotiations have been opened with President 
Wuire, of Cornell University, with a view to make 
the new school a department of that institution, 
and that President Wuits has taken the proposal 
into consideration and will report favorably upon 
it, provided that the distinguished gentlemen con- 
cerned in the project can find means to place the 
new venture upon a paying basis, either by their 
own efforts or by inducing such endowments as 
will insure its permanence. The experiment pro- 
posed in medical education, as deseribed by Dr. 
Roosa, is assuredly one that will reflect honor upon 
its promoters, whether successful or not; although 
the question of assured, or, at least, ot probable, 
success, is, of course, one that Cornell University 
cannot afford to disregard. It is proposed that the 
new school shall embody all the reforms in medical 
education set forth in the paper of Dr. Srures be- 
fore the State Medical Society, many of which 
have been successfully applied at the Harvard 
Medical School—an extended and well classified 
curriculum of studies, graded courses, thorough 
annual examinations, both oral and written, 
and a standard of attainments for gradu- 
ation not inferior to that of British and Continental 
schools. Besides these requisites, the preliminary 
examination will be full and thorough; no student 
will be permitted to matriculate who has not re- 
ceived a thorough training in academic ard scien- 
tific studies, and there will be a post-graduate 
course wholly separate from that for undergrad- 
uates, so that, not two or three years only, but 
four or five can be passed in the institution with 
great advantage. Such is the programme laid 
down by Dr. Roosa, and it is certainly one that 
will command the assent of the best minds in med- 
icine, whatever its prospect of success, as measured 
by the meaner standards of practice.

Among tho deaths of last month there was 
one which has hardly been noticed; yet the an- 
nouncement of it must have brought back to many 
persons lively recollections of past days. The de- 
ceased was Henrt MARTIN, once a famous lion- 
tamer anda bright star of Parisian life. He had 
been living in retirement for many years in a vil- 
lage near Rotterdam. He died obseurely and for- 
gotten in this place. Manrin, at an early age, 
joined a traveling circus company. He won dis- 
tinction in his noble and dusty profession. 
After having been in service during several 
years he fellinlove. Then he did what few lovers 
would do, and his courage was like a leaf out of 
King Artuur’stime. To satisfy and to win the 
woman of his heart he became a tamer of 
lions and tigers. He had lost a great deal of 
money in circus management, and he could 
not easily marry without money. He 
went to work and secretly tamed atiger. Thenhe 
invited Mile. Van AKEN and her family to witness a 
performance by him in the tiger’s cage. The ex- 
periment showed conclusively that Marrm’s for- 
tune was made; whereupon Mile. Van AKeEn fell 
upon his neck, while her father—who was the man- 
ager of a wila beast show—blessed him fervently. 
Martin’s career thenceforth was one of victory. 
His power in taming the kings of the jungle was 
extraordinary, and his feats became the talk of 
France, though it should be mentioned that Mar- 
TIN did not go to France until he had acquired 
celebrity in Germany, Holland, and Belgium. His 
menagerie was the first amusement place of the 
kind opened in Paris. He gained the patronage of 
the Duke of Brunswick and the Duchess of Berry, 
and from a lion-tamer he was quickly elevated to 
the rank of a lion—& la Oscank Witpe and Jumbo, 
He produced at one time a spectacular 
piece called “Les Lions de Mysore” at 
the Drury-Lane Theatre, and his daring 
performance in this piece stamped with European 
approval an already wide renown. It was ex- 
pected, of course, that he would be finally devoured 
by one of his pets, and it is said that an eccentric 
Englishman, bent upon knowledge and investiga- 
tion, followed him from place to place in the hope 
of seeing him swallowed by some indignant lion. 
But Martin disappeinted expectation and lived 
long enough to be forgotten. He furnished, by the 
way, the materials for M. Ameprz Pretor’s book 
called ‘* Les Memoires d'un Dompteur,” and it was 
he who helped to encourage the great animal

He wus snatching a few 
minutes of much-needed sleep upon a plank neay 
the “train rollers,” from which was issuing an 
iron rod heated to a white heat and 40 or 50 feej{ 
inlength. These rods move at a speed of 15 feet 
asecond, and their direction it is impossible ta 
control or determine. This one, after twisting 
about for an instant, shot toward the sleeping boy 
and burned its way into his body. The next mo 
ment it withdrew itself; with a cry of agony th¢ 
boy jumped up, and in 15 minutes he was dead. 


The city of St. Louis was visited by a vio 
lent hail-storm on Friday afternoon last. About 
4:30 o’clock, says the Globe-Democrat, ** when thé 
storm had somewhat abated in fury, the gloom waa 
lighted by the descent of a giobe of fire from tha 
zenith that winged its flight toward the earth 
with frightful speed.

STRAY FOREIGN NEWS ITEMS.

A curious fate has been that of the magnif& 
cent Star of the Garter which Sir Richard Wallac¢ 
presented to Lord Beaconsfield when Queen Vio 
toria conferred the Order of the Garter upon him, 4 
few years before his death. It was understood ai 
the time that the star should become an heirloony, 
but owing to an cmission in Lord Beaconsfield’s 
will this was not allowed, and the star was, aco 
cordingly, sold by the Executors to a well-known 
diamond firm in London. The firm have retained 
the star for many months in the hope of selling it, 
but have failed thus far to find a customer. Hence 
they have decided to take out all the diamonds— 
there are 390 of them—and remount them into 
single stone and gem rings of different sizes. 

Some startling information is this which a 
London newspaper has received from its corre 
spondent at St. Petersburg. A mine weil charged 
with dynamite was found at Moscow directly be 
neath the coronation hall—and only by a mere accel 
dent. Some one observed that a former subterx 
Tanean passage had been walled up, and nobody 
could tell why or by whose commands it had been 
done, Therefore, the passage was reopened for 
examination, and the dynamite destined to turn 
the imperial coronation—to which the Emperors of 
Austria and Germany have been both invited—into 
a fearful catastrophe was then found. At St. 
Petersburg report says that the Czar will ride from 
that city to Moscow on the high road, surrounded 
by his guards, as the railway is not thought suffi- 
ciently safe. 

The Xepublican press of Paris, since the fall 
of Gambetta, has been fast widening a breach that 
has for some time existed in the ranks of the domi-« 
nant party. One newspaper has declared the Pres- 
ident te be in his dotage, and another has accused 
him of using personal power. It is said by the 
organ of the Elysée that these two positions ap- 
parently come from the same source, and that they 
area Gambetta manceuvre decided upon as the 
late banquet of the Ministers and Under Secreta- 
ries of the:fallen Cabinet. ‘‘ All this is very sad,” 
adds the Elysée organ, “ not, certainly, for the 
President of the Republic, who could not be dis- 
turbed by ridiculous imputations, but for those 
upon whom weighs the responsibility of the at- 
tacks directed against the chief of the State. If M. 
Gambetta’s friends did not think that they had 
sufficiently fallen in public estimation, they have 
no longer anything to desire on that score, since in 
attacking without the slightest cause the univer- 
sally respected name of M. Grévy they have dealt 
a blow at themselves from which they will rot 
recover.”’ 

Mr. Walter Besant has lost his well-known 
literary colleague, Mr. James Rice, who died a 
fortnight agoin England. He had been for a year 
in ill health, but his condition was not until quite 
recently so serious as to alarm his friends. The 
partnership with Mr. Besant began in 1871, and 
arose from some articles contributed by Mr. Besant 
to Mr. Rice’s magazine, Once @ Week. Its first fruit 
was “‘Ready-Money Mortiboy.” ‘ Of this 11 years’ 
fellowship and intimate, almost daily, intercourse,” 
says Mr. Besant in a letter to the Atheneum, “I 
can only say here that it was carried on through- 
out without a single shadow of dispute or differ- 
ence. James Rice was eminently a large-minded 
man, and things whieh might have proved great 
rocks of offense to some he knew how to treat as 
the trifles they generally are. He was also, as his 
Canadian friends know well, an excellent man of 
business, ‘shrewd, praetical, and possessed of a 
great fund of common sense. Of that goodness of 
heart which made him so many friends, of that 
loyalty which no one knows better than myself, I 
refrain from speaking.”

MUSEMENTS. 


“‘LA BELLE RUSSE.” 


This is the story of an exceedingly audacious 
ana disagreeable woman, known at one time 
among the gamblers and roués of Europe as “la 
Belle Russe.” Nature—or the well-meaning dram- 
atist who is supposed to represent nature—pro- 
vided her with a virtuous sister who happened to 
be a precise counterpart of her. It is looked upon 
as an axiom in science that nature makes no 
two things alike; but, for the special benefit of 
Mr. David Belaseo, who is spoken of as the author 
of ‘‘La Belle Russe,” that benignant creator 
made the resemblance between these sisters 80 
absolute that a man who is married to one of them 
accepts the other.as his wife. If avy one can bring 
himself to view the starting-point of Mr. Belasco’s 
drama with complacency, be can probably pass 
Over the rest of its absurdity. In the play only one 
Bister appears; the second or virtuous sister turns 
up at the end of it, but discreetly remains behind the 
scenes. Geraldine, the active sister, assumes the po- 
sition of wife in a proud English household and en- 
joys her brief glory fora day; she pretends to be 
the wife of the exceilent son and heir who had 
been married to her sister 10 years before the 
opening of the play, and who is not at all dis- 
turbed by Geraldine’s brilliant attempt to pass her- 
self off for somebody else; a former lover, however, 
somes to light inopportunely, and, through an 
enthusiasm forthe trath that no one can fail 
to respect, throws Jight upon her scheme and forces 
her out of her false position. Such is the gist of 
Mr. Belasco’s drama. Itis to be remarked that in 
the opening scene of the play various persons make 
their appearance in the most ridiculously unex- 
pected manner, and thus give the dramatist a 
chance to relate his thrilling story. 

The play was performed at Wallack’s Theatre 
last night before a large audience. There was a 
good deal of applause after each act, and the fate 
of Geraldine seemed to arouse genuine interest. 
The work is one of those unreal, unreasonable 
things which are not meant to impose upon a sane 
intelligence: but it has elements of theatrical in- 
terest which have lifted many plays, even more 
unnatural plays than ‘* La Belle Russe,’ into popu- 
lar favor. The reason that has brought Mr. Wal- 
lack to the business of putting it upon his stage is 
clear enough. The work is a plain, prosaic imita- 
tion of ” Forget-Me-Not.”’ Though its story is dif- 
ferent from that of “ Forget-Me-Not,” its purpose 
is identical with the purpose of the earlier 
play. The interest of “La Belle Russe” is pre- 
cisely like the interest of **Forget-Me-Not;” it 
lies, that is to say,in the character of a woman 
who attempts to push herself into the love and 
esteem of good men and in the effort of one of her 
Irregular lovers to circumvent her. The duel be- 
tween Stephanie and Sir Horace Welby is here 
repeated; and the repetition is effected with a 
good deal of picturesque and dramatic sug- 
gestion. But the difference between the two 
plays is very marked indeed. In “ For- 
get-Me-Not” there is a brightness of wit and 
a probability of conditions which give a peculiar 
strength toit; but in ‘“*La Belle Russe” there is 
simply a very elastic narrative which no one can put 
faith in, and which does not rise in tone above the 
level of a very cheap orderof novel, Mr. Belasco’s 
drama is said to be founded upon one of the won- 
derful romances of the illustrious May Agnes 
Fleming, who deseribes the escapades of English 
Baronets and Earls with much of the exuberant 
freedom of the Incomparable Mrs. Southworih, 
and of others who appeal to the fervent 
fancy of cooks and scullions. It must be 
added, in fairness, that the theatrical effect and 
ingenuity displayed in “La Belle Russe” are of a 
kind which is looked upon as a positive compensa- 

ion for sense against common sense, the English 
language, and the holy cause of the drama. 

The performance was nearly a satisfactory one. 
Miss Rose Coghlan had a part not unadapted to 
her talent in Geraldine. But her spasmodic effort 
to be forcible and tragic was unpleasant. In the 
quieter passages of the character she was in- 
teresting, and she had the advantage of a 
handsome appearance. She could easily im- 
prove her performance by lowering the 
key of it—by refining and subduing it. 
Acted in the right spirit, it would be more in her 
vein than Stephanie was. Mr. Osmond Tearle was 
admirably sincere, straightforward, and dramatic 
in the character of Captain Brand; at two or three 
points there were passion and streneth in his act- 
ing.

A SGCIETY DESERVING OF AID.

AN APPEAL FROM THE YOUNG 
CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 
The officers of the Young Women’s Christian 
Association of the City of New-York feel con- 
Strained to appeal to the public through the me 
dium of the press for the funds necessary to carry 
on the work of this association’ during the current 
year. They feel assured that there are very many 
wealthy and generous persons in this City}who, if 
they were properly acquainted withjthe work that 
is being done by this association, and knew of its 


necessities, would be most happy to bestow a por- 
tion of their charities to aid this association. The 
work is strictly confined to assisting in ways 
of practical helpfulness and Christian  kind- 
ness that large elass of worthy, intelligent 
young women who are dependent upon their 
ewn exertions for support, and whe are 
nobly striving to become wholly self-supporting. 
Thousands of such young women are the annual 
recipients of these varied kindnesses which the as- 
sociation offers to them free of all expenses. A few 
statistics drawn from the report for 1881 will best 
describe the methods of work. Out of 1,700 ap- 
plicants at the employment bureau nearly 1,200 se- 
cured positions. The industrial department gave 
out sewing to the number of nearly 2,200 garments, 
paying remunerative prices to over 100 seam- 
stresses, and instructed 62 girls in machine and 
hand sewing. The board directory assisted 335 
young women in finding safe, comfortable homes 
and 225 women in securing boarders. In the free 
educational classes about 300 young women between 
the ages of 18 and 35 years have been instructed 
during this present season, of whom about 150 
have been fitted for lucrative positions through the 
phonographic, the type-writing, and art classes, 
The free circulating library of over 6,000 volumes 
has given pleasure to nearly 1,300 readers. The 
reading-room is open day ana evening to all who 
will avail themselves of its privileges. At the 
evening concerts and entertainments given 
monthly during the season the 500 seats are always 
filled. From all these sources are gathered in, as 
to the centre of the work, 700 women as pupils in 
the Bible class, which is held in the hall on Sunday 
afternoons. 

The annual expense of this large and extended 
work is about $7,000, including the class work. 
The only assured income is about $1,800 from an- 
nual subscriptions and $300 interest on a legacy, 
leaving the association dependent upon yoluntary 
contributions for the $5,000 deficiency. The offi- 
cers trust that this brief statement of the work 
and of its necessities will so appeal to the generons 
public that the means necessary to carry forward 
the work will be supplied without delay. Con- 
tributions may be sent to Mrs. R. A. Brick, Treas- 
urer, No. 25 East Thirty-eighth-street.

AUGUST BELMONT’S DUEL, 


THE EARLY MORNING ENCOUNTER OVER 40 


YEARS AGO. 
From the Elkton (Md.) Whig, May 6. 

On Wednesday evening, Aug. 25, 1841, two 
parties of men in carriages drove up to the two 
hotels of the town. There was, says the chronicle 
of the day, “‘an apparent strangeness in their ac- 
tions,’’ and the wiseacres of the town were at their 
wits’ endto determine the object of their visit. 


About 12 o’clock that night a conference was held 
between representatives of the two parties, numer- 
ous inquiries in the meantime having been 
made asto the distance to the Delaware line. 
Late in the night, or rather early in the morning, 
they left the town, driving directly east. They 
were followed by some citizens of the village, 
whose curiosity had induced them to watch their 
movements, but were not overtaken, and no one, 
it seems, resident in Elkton was an eye-witness of 
the duel, which occurred at an early bour on the 
morning of the 26th, on Grey’s Hill, about one mile 
east of the town. As it afterward proved, the prin- 
cipals iu the affair had taken assumed names, one 
of them being addressed as Moore, the other as 
Goldsmith. In reality, however, they were Mr. 
August Belmont, of New-York, the American 
agent of the Rothschilds, and who has since 
figured very prominently as a New-York Demo- 
cratic politician, and Mr. William Hayward, 
of South Carolina. They had been together resi- 
dents of the American Hotel, in New-York, and the 
quarrel seems to have originated ina“ love affair.” 
Hayward’s brother stated at the time that Bel- 
mont’s intimacy with a lady had been resented by 
Hayward, and the former haying spoken of the 
latter in terms not particularily complimentary 
Hayward had struck Belmont, whereupon the lat- 
ter had challenged him to mortal combat. Intent 
upon blood they had arranged a duel, to be fought 
upon the classic so{l of Delaware, and for that pur- 
pose had taken carriages at Wilmington and driven 
to Elkton, intending to meet upon the field of 
honor by sunrise just over the Delaware line. 
As it turned out, however, they did not drive 
far enough east, and the soil of Grey’s Hill, in Cecil 
County, was reddened with the blood of the He- 
brew banker. A gentleman named Lake acted as 
second for Belmont, anda Mr. Purdy served Hay- 
ward in a similar capacity. Arriving upon the 
ground, the principals were placed .by their sec- 
onds, and upon the first round Mr. Belmont was 
shot in the hip. One fire, It seems, was sufficient to 
appease the wounded feelings of these chivalrous 
gentlemen, and Mr. Belmont was borne bleeding 
to his carriage. At the time it was supposed that 
he was mortally wounded. Taking to their car- 
riages, the sanguinary Southerner and the Hebrew 
were driven to Wilmington, Elkton not then nor 
since, so far as we know, having been honored 
by the presence of either of these barbaric gen- 
tlemen.

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A BEARISH TONE IN CHICAGO. 


CORN AND WHEAT ALMOST PANICKY UNDER 
FREE OFFERS TO SELL. 

Cxr1caGco, May 8,—At one time to-day wheat 
and corn were quite panicky, sellers not being able 
to get rid of the property fast enough. Toward 11 
o’clock they reacted, there being a better demand 
at the decline, but they fell off again later. Tho 
higher temperature seemed to be the chief reason 
for the greater pressure to sell, but the prospect of 
being able to deliver Winter wheat instead of 


Spring had something to do with the bearish 
tone. There was a good shipping movement in 
wheat, and asmalier one in corn. Other grain was 
lower in “ge athy, rye and barley being somewhat 
weak an ull. In the afternoon corn was 
weak and wheat firmer. The price for May corn 
was less weak, because there is yet a big shortage 
out for this month to be filled against small stocks, 
but the facts above noted and the weakness in 
wheat told heavily on corn futures. They were of- 
fered very freely in the early part of the day, 
mostly in a miscellaneous way, then reacted witha 
fair demand by the shorts. They turned down 
again toward 1 o’clock, with free offerings of large 
po by persons supposed to represent the leading 
ongs., 

The Board of Trade held a meeting just after 
trading hours to-day to consider the proposed 
amendment to the rules, which provides that No. 
2 Winter wheat shall be a tender on contracts for 
No. 2 Spring, for future delivery. An amendment 
was offered by Mr. C. E. Culver, seconded by Mr. 
J. R. Bensley. The following is the text of this 
proposed amendment: 

Whereas, It would be a misfortune for this board to 
adopt any rule that would render uncertain the deliv- 
ery to the purchaser, for export or other legitimate 
purpose, of the same kind of property called for by 
contracts on their face; and, 

Whereas, It is desirable that speculative transac- 
tions by members of this board should be made in 
such articles and under such rules as are best calcu- 
lated to promote the legitimate trade and commerce 
of Chicago; and, 

Whereas, lt is believed that if Winter wheat is 
placed on the same basis with Spring wheat for spec- 
ulative perpeces, the result will be to bring to this 
market Jarge quantities of that kind of grain; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That the proposition now pending be so 
amended as to make section Sof rule 26 read as fol- 
lows: “On contracts for grain for future delivery the 
tender of a higher grade of the same kind of grain 
than the one contracted for shall be deemed sufficient, 
and all contracts for the future delivery of wheat 
made on and after May 15, 1882, unless otherwise spe- 
cifically agreed by the contracting parties, shall be 
understood to be for No. 2 wheat, and No. 2 Winter or 
No. 25pring wheat ora higher grade of either, shall 
be deemed a regular tender in fulfillment of the 
same,”’ 

The discussion of this proposed rule took a great 
deal of time and talk to-day. The advoeates of 
the rule without the amendment think it will pass, 
but some of them are not so sanguine as last week, 
and many think the amendment is far a 
to the rule as posted. They think it is hardly the 
thing for the board to adopt a rule that provides 
that one kind of wheat may be delivered on a con- 
tract calling for another kind—in other words, 
that Winter wheatshould be delivered on contracts 
calling for Spring. Others are opposed to any new 
rule on the subject. 

It was reported to-day that the wheat clique-- 
mostly from Milwaukee—was in desperate straits 
about the cash property. It has been trying te de- 
liver it, but as fast as it let it out it went back to 
them, and meanwhile the property is declining in 
value on the clique’s hands. It is believed the 
members are sorry now they ever went into the 
market and bought May after selling it. Gossips 
say the clique is losing all the money 
it made in the April deal, and is strug- 
giing to carry on a corner in the following 
months with the hope of recovering the sum 
they have lost, May wheat declined 244 cents to- 
day from the latest figures of Saturday, and closed 
at 12444. June closed 2 cents lower, ,jat 12554. 
The recent bullsin corn were reported to be free 
sellers to-day. It is believed they found they were 
on the wrong side, and were losing money fast by 
clinging to the property. Corn fellto 7044 cents asa 
closing for June, and to 72 for May, which was 7444 
earlier in the day. The hot weather reminded the 
boys that corn-planting time had arrived, and they 
thought it wise to sell. It was also stated that the 
consumptive demand for corn had fallen off great 
as a consequence of the increasing supply of fres 
grass shippers found it hard to sell corn they had 
sent to New-York. 
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THE MAINE FISHERIES. 
Se 

Tho statistics of the fisheries of Maine for 
1880 having been just published by Prof. G. Brown 
Goode, Special Agent in charge of fishery investi- 
gation, the following facets are presented: The in- 
vestigation having beeucarried on by Mr. R. E. 
Earll and by Capt. C. G. Atkins, they state that 
the total number of persons engaged in sea fisher- 
ies, oysters excepted, are 11,071, with 606 vessels 
presenting atotal tonnage of 17,632.65 tons, with 
5,920 boats. The capital employed for sea 
fishing is $3,375,904, and the total prod- 
uets derived from the sea were , 116,122,148 
pounds, worth, in a marketable condition, 
$3,614,178, In the river fisheries 1,591 persons were 
employed, using a capital of $78,308, and putting 
on the market a weight of fish representing 3,7,- 
180 pounds, worth $125,046. Combining, then, the sea 
and river fisheries, there are 12,662 persons, having 
boats and appliances costing $3,454,302, and the 
value of the product is $3,739,224. If somewhat 4 
proaching 13,000 persons are directly engaged in 
fishing in the State of Maine, dependent on 
them, it is calculated, are not less than 48,000 
poseen so that 744 percent. of the whole popu- 

ation derive a considerable proportion of their 
support from the fishery industries. The market- 
able value of the catch being represented by $3,739,- 
224, this product is very considerably increased 
when to its cost is added that of transportation 
and handling, so that $6,750,000 represents the 
value of the fish as paid by the consumer. A very 
large proportion of lobsters come from Maine, and 
in canning these the State has _ alinost 
the monopoly. For 1880 the catch was 
14,234,182 pounds, of which 4,739,889 pounds 
were sold fresh, and 9,494,284 pounds 
were put up by 23 canneries, situated in different 
parts of the State. The Portland canners do not 
restrict themselves, however, to the lobsters 
caught on their own coast, but had 17 canneries in 
the British Provinces, and during 1880, bought 
10,588,578 pounds of live lobsters from the provin- 
cial fishermen, from which 2,198,024 cans of pre- 
pared lobsters were made. The sardine industry is 
one which has grown with great rapidity in Maine, 
In the preparation of the herring, to be transformed 
into sardines, it was in 1875 that this industry first 
assumed large proportions. In 1880 sardine-makers 
found employment for 1,500 fishermen, in addition 
to 876 fishermen belonging to New-Brunswick. 
The capital dependent on this industry was $480,- 
000, turning out products worth $825,000. Com- 
paring the weights of sea fish caught in the State, 
the cod represents the largest, being 56,004,325 
pounds, and the lobster the least, sume 14,284,182 
pounds. After the cod comesthe herring (Clupea 
harengus,) the weight of catch being 384,695,192 
—— The herring, however, represents the 
argest money valne, $1,043,722, the cod 
$656,753, the lobster coming next, worth $412,076. 
The mackerel caught are worth $650,304. Taking 
the various kinds of fish, the catch includes ale- 
wives, bass, clams, cod, cunners, cusk, eels, floun- 
ders, haddock, bake, halibut, herring, lobsters, 
mackerel, mussels, oysters, polloek, salmon, scul- 
pens, sea- weed, shad, silver-hake, smelts, sturgeon, 
sword-fish, and tom-cod. When fish-culture is bet- 
ter established many rivers in Maine can be made 
to yield salmon in quantity. In 1480, according to 
the statistics, only 110,704 pounds were caught, 
worth $21,859. 
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CHARGES AGAINST AN EXECUTOR, 

In the Westchester County Surrogate’s 
Court, at White Plains, yesterday, the accounting 
of the Executor and Trustee of the estate of Eliza- 
beth Rhinelander Underhill, late of New-Rochelle, 
was continued. Mr.;Philip R. Underhill is the Execo- 
utor of the estate, which is valued at about 


1,000,000, and this accounting has oecupied already 
about two years. Atthe opening of the court a 
petition from Julia S. Badeau, Mary T. Van 
Voorhis, and Bernard R. Guion, three grandchildren 
of the testatrix and legatees of the estate, was read 
praying to have Mr. Underhill removed from that 
office and the trust reposed in somebody else, or in 
sume institution. The grounds on which the petition 
is based are numerous, among them being usury ; 
that he confided moneys of the estate in the hands 
of irresponsible agents; that he put the greater part 
of the estate funds in his individual name: that he 
had produced but few vouchers as receipts for 
payments; that hejclaims nearly $100,000 against tho 
legatees, made in aceount-books which he pro- 
duced after 10 years’ disappearance and 
after the accounting was nearly through. Richard 
O’Gorman, Thomas H. Rodman, S. 8. Randall, Jr., 
W. Stebbins Smith, and Mr, Nottman spoke in sup- 
port of the petition, and Messrs. Francis Larkin 
and L. D. Fredricks, counsel for the Executor, op- 
posed the motion, and said they thought 
that, inasmuch as Mr. Underhill was not 
present, an adjournment should be had. 
The Surrogate thought that Mr. Underhill, the Ex- 
ecutor, and whose removal is sought, was a thor- 
oughly honest man, but had been careless and in- 
competent, perhaps, in dischargihg the duties of 
his trust, and that as he was pretty old, about 70, 
he ought to resign and let some other person take 
charge of the estate. Mr. Larkin said that Mr. Un- 
derhill was perfectly willing to resign after a deci- 
sion had been rendered in this accounting, but not 
before, sinee they may have to appeal or take 
some other steps in the matter. The matter of the 
petition was then adjourned, and the Surrogate 
fixed Wednesday, the 17th inst., as the day for dis- 
posing of the matter. 
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ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 

Henry Graff, an agent, living at No. 306 
East Fifth-street, was arrested last night by Cen- 
tral Office Detective Charles O’Connor, charged 
with embezzling moueys belonging to Simon Lodge 
of the Jewish Order of Kesher Shel Barzel. The

'APITALISTS IN NORTH CAROLINA. 
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SENATORS CAMERON AND MAHONE INTEND- 
ING TO START A LARGE ENTERPRISE AT 
WELDON. 

RateEiaH, N. C., May 8.—Senators Don 
Cameron and William Mahone have decided to in- 
vest in real estate and water power at Weldon, 
in this State, for the purpose of erecting works for 
the building of railroad cars of every description, 
and for spinning cotton. Many years ago the State 
took stock in the Roanoke Navigation Company 
and aided in digging a canal from Weldon to Gas- 
ton, a distance of 12 miles. By this canal it was in- 
tended to avoid the shoals and rocks at Weldon 
and Gaston, and take boats up and down the canal 
to deep water at Gaston. Like all investments of 
the kind in which the State engaged, this company 
soon céased to operate the eanal for the passage 


of boats, and since the war it has been used to 
carry a portion of Roanoke River to Weldon to 
run two corn and wheat mills. With little expense 
the entire volume of water in the river can be 
turned at Gaston into this canal, The fall 
from Gaston to Weldon is_ 80 reat that 
mills and factories can be erected in close 
roximity$without ever being interfered with by 
Bigh water. This isthe most powerful water-power 
in the State. Weldon is at the junction of the 
Raleigh and Gaston, the Wilmington and Weldon, 
the Sea-board and Roanoke, and the Petersburg 
Railroads, and has more advantages for manufas- 
turing purposes than Lowell, Mass. More spindles 
can be operated in Weldon by'‘means of this water- 
power than are in existence in all the New-England 
States. Each of the railroads runs through a large 
cotton-producing country, so that all the cotton 
needed can be brought to the factory door in the 
raw state. Should car works be erected, the four 
railroads run through land heavily timbered. This 
property, by order of the Supreme Court, is to 
be sold very soon to the highest bidder. It was 
sold a few weeks ago, and the sale was set aside 
and aresale ordered. Itis understood that Sena- 
tors Cameron and Mahone have decided to buy the 
property, and that extensive car works will be im- 
mediately put up, and that a large cotton factory 
will also be erected at Weldon. The canal will 
be cleaned out, and adam will be thrown across 
the river at Gaston high enough to turn the whole 
river into the canal. Water privileges from Weldon 
to Gaston will be purchasable, so that the canal 
may be lined with milis and factories.

RUNNING INTO A CATTLE TRAIN. 
Concorp, N. H., May 8.—The afternoon 
passenger train up over the Boston, Concord and 
Montreal Railroad ran into a cattle train coming 
down, between Meredith and Ashland. Two men 


were killed—William H. Abel, of Laconia, a well- 
known inventor of a knitting-machine, and Hiram 
Jones, a drover from Vermont. Abel is said 
to have been in the baggage car of the 
passenger train, and Jones on the cattle 
train. The names of the injured, four or five in 
number, have not yet been ascertained. The dam- 
age to the rolling stock is said to be very 
extensive. George Pebbles, the engineer of 
the passenger train, was slightly injured. 
The other employes on both trains jumped 
and were unhurt. Both engines, together with 
several freight cars and the baggage car, were 
badly smashed. The pomeneer cars remained on 
the track and none of the occupants was injured. 
The cause of the accident is said to have beena 
misunderstanding as to the place of meeting of 
the two trains.

» DISCUSSIONS OF LEGISLATORS. 


ANOTHER BAD BROOKLYN BILI-—-MR. NEW- 
MAN’S VAIN APPEAL—THE RAILROAD 
COMMISSION, 

AuBany, May 8 —Another objectionable 
grading and paving bill of a Brooklyn member was 
sent to the Assembly grinding committee to-night. 
Its author is Mr, Sheridan. It provides for the im- 
provement of Dwight-street, from Delaven to 
Elizabeth street, without petition therefor or ad- 
vertisement for remonstrances against the work, 
and whether or not there are any funds in the 
Treasury applicable to the improvement. It was 
those same objectionable features that led to the 
killing by the Assembly last week of two bills 
of the now notorious “Dick” Newman. Al- 
though the Mayor of Brooklyn has entered 
his protest against such bills, there seems to be a 
determination on the part of Kings County mem- 
bers to drive them through. Objection was en- 
tered to-night to a so-called freedom of worship 
bill being referred to the Sub-Committee of the 


Whole, This bill was introduced in the Senate by 
Mr. Grady, and is now on its way through the 
House. It ought to be entitled ‘* An act to compel 
the managers of public institutions to allow priests 
to roam at their sweet will through these in- 
stitutions in search of converts to the 
Cathoiic faith.’ Under such a title its 
provisions would be more clearly understood. The 
same bill, in one form or another, has been before 
the Legisiature fora number of years, but has al- 
ways been defeated. The ouly excuse for its reap- 
pearance this year is the fact that this is a Demo- 
cratic Legislature. High hopes are entertained of 
its passage in consequence. The objection to its 
reference to the grinding committee was overrid- 
den by a vote of 58 to 16, the indifference of the 
country members largely accounting for the small 
vote in the negative. 

“Dick” Newman, sober and in his right mind, 
claimed the privileges of the floor again to-night to 
criticise stutements made in these columns on Sat- 
uiday, and to retract certain blackguard remarks 
of his own regarding the proprietor of Taz Trmxs, 
which he made on Friday last. It was considerate 
in the man to admit that he had given utterance to 
a number of lies upon this point, and yet there was 
no necessity, for nobody believed his wild charges. 
When he first gave them currency Mr. Newman in- 
sisted that the House should investigate his 
character for the protection of its own dignity. 
Either he or rue Trmes’s correspondent, he main- 
tains, ought not to be tolerated upon the floor. 
The members have their own views upon this 
point, and they would seem not to be of a nature 
particularly favorable to Mr. Newman, for they 
declined feither to move for his investigation or 
for the expulsion of the correspondent. 

Col. Murphy introduced a bill authorizing the 
Commissioner of Street-cleaning to designate a 
Deputy to discharge the duties of his office in his 
absence, and one laying out a street 80 feet in 
width from the entrance to the bridge to Great 
Jones-street, Mr. Crane presented a bill autnor- 
izing Marshals to execute processes out of the 
Marine Court, a necessity which appears to 
be recognized by man New-York lawyers. 
A resolution of Col. Murphy’s expressing the 
detestation of the Legislature at the re- 
cent assassination in Ireland. and the 
hope that the assassins would speedily be brought 
to justice, was unanimously adopted, The special 
Assembly committee to investigate the Capitol has 
discovered certain facts that seem to indicate the 
dangerous condition of the Assembly Chamber. 
Yhe roof of this chamber isof massive blocks of 
stone. Cracks have been discovered which, to the 
mind of the committee, indicate that the 
roof is slowly but surely settling. Mr. Benedict de- 
clares that the engineer of the Capitol Commis- 
sioners has receatly made a report which gonfirms 
this view. Mr. Kidlitz, the architect, smiles at the 
fears that have been thus aroused. The commit- 
tee, however, has determined to make to-morrow 
morning a tour of inspection among the fron beams 
and rods which support this vaulted roof. 

s. Twenty Senators were present this evening, and 
a dozen ormore local bilisof no general impor- 
tance were passed. The bill appropriating $30,000 
for improvement of the Hudson River was ordered 
toathird reading. The Railroad Commission bill, 
which is put down as the special order to-morrow, 
cannot pass in its present shape, as all the regular 
Democrats are pledged to vote against 1t and one 
or more Republicans will not support it. If the 
Tammany Democrats will consent to amend it so 
as to give the appointment of Commissioners to 
the next Governor all the Democrats wiil support it, 
or if they will amend so as to give the appointment 
to the present Governor, without restrictions, all 
the Republicans wil) support it, If neither alterna- 
tive is adopted no bill can pass the present Senate 
unless the Tammany Senators consent to the 
Assembly bill and make the commission elective.

BROOKLYN’S GUILTY ALDERMEN.

THE SENTENCES IMPOSED UPON THEM CON- 
FIRMED BY THE GENERAL TERM. 

Just before the close of last year the Brook- 
lyn Aldermen granted the right to the Brooklyn 
Elevated Railroad Company, a bankrupt concern 
in the hands of Receivers, to change its route so as 
to occupy the principal streets of that city. Great 
indignation was occasioned by the action of the 


Aldermen, and it was openly charged that as much 
as $100,000 had been paid to get the resolution 
granting the change of route through the board. 
Those who voted inthe interest of the railroad 
company were: Aldermen Dwyer, MeCarty, Kane, 
Weir, O'Connell, Casey, Donovan, Le Pine, Doyle, 
Allison, Scnmitt, Waters, Bowers, Roberts, Sea- 
man, Kelly, and Armitage. The Mayor vetoed the 
resolution, and some of the property-owners along 
the line of the proposed route of the road obtained 
a temporary injunction restraining the Aldermen 
from overriding the Mayor's veto. 

On the morning set down for the argument ona 
motion to make the injunction permanent, the 
Aldermen met with closed doors and passed the 
resolution changing the route of the railroad 
over the Mayor’s veto. Before the veto had been 
overridden the injunction was made permanent. 
The Aldermen named were arrested for contempt 
and, with the exception of O’Connell, who was 
confined to his house through illness, and Roberts, 
who subsequently purged himself of the contempt, 
they were convicted. The sentence imposed by 
Judge Gilbert was imprisonment for periods 
running from 10 to 80 days and a fine of 
$200 on eaeh of the defendants, The 
Sherift took the prisoners to jail in carriages, but 
they were liberated by an order from Judge Pratt, 
after one day’s confinement, pending an appeal 
from Judge Gilbert’s decision to the General Term. 
The General Term, sitting in Poughkeepsie, yester- 
day confirmed the sentence imposed by Judge Gil- 
bert, but until the case has heen decided by the 
Court of Appeals, no further attempt will be made 
to carry it out. Twelve of the accused Aldermen 
are members of the present board.

‘OYRUS W. FIELD. AND .TRENOR W.: 


PARK ON THE STAND. 
NESTIMONY AS TO THE SETTLEMENT BE- 
TWEEN THE ELEVATED RAILWAY COM- 
PANIES—A RECEIVER’S APPOINTMENT 
FOR A VERMONT ROAD. 

The Westbrook-Ward-Manhattan Railway 
investigation was continued yesterday by the 
Assembly Judiciary Committee. In the course 
of the day’s work; the committee opened up an- 
other case where a Receiver was appointed by 
Judge Westbrook under strange circumstances. 
Cyrus W. Field was the first witness. He said the 
only Metropolitan stock that he ever held was 100 
shares purchased a few months ago. He 
had also bought some Manhattan stock after 
that company had leased the two other roads. 
About the time the lease was effected 
the stock of the New-York Company was worth 
from 190 to 200. Mr. Field said that he sold all of 
the Manhattan stock that came into his possession, 
except 13 shares, in the open market, in November, 
1877. He sold it because he did not approve of the 


management. When he returned from Europe and 
found that he still owned 13 shares, he sold those 
also. From that time he owned no Manhattan 
stock until a few months ago, when, hearing thata 
settlement had been agreed upon, he bought some 


of the stock. He could not tell the date when he 


made this last purchase, but thought it was about 
Oct. 22, 1881. Mr. Field explained that the settle- 
ment of the interests of the three companies was 
brought about after several meetings of a com- 
mittee of eleven, consisting of four from the Man- 
hattan Company, four from the Metropoli- 


tan, and three from the New-York Company. 

{r. Stetson asked the witness what immediate ex- 
citing events led to the settlement between the 
three companies. Mr. Field said that he had be- 
come sick and disgusted with the differences and 
bickerings between the three companies, and there- 
fore he went down to Mr. Gould’s office one morn- 
ing and asked him if he would not see Russell 
Sage, of the Metropolitan, and Mr. Gallaway, 
President of the Mamhattan, and, if possible, ap- 
point a meeting to considerif some agreement 
could not be made by which all of the differences 
between the three roads might be settled. 

“Why did you go to Mr. Gould instead of to Mr. 
Sage or to Mr. Gallaway direct?” asked Mr. Stet- 
gon. 

** Mr. Gould’s Summer residence is at Irvington- 
on-the-Hudson, the same place as mine, and we 
used to talk these matters over there and while 
going to and from the City.”’ Mr. Field could not 
recall any particular conversations nor dates re- 
lating to the subject. 

The witness said that he was very much opposed 
to the Attorney-General’s suit against Manhattan 
because it was charged that there was a fraud in 
the lease. Heclaimed that there was no fraud. 
The lease was made under the advice of Samuel J. 
Tilden, David Dudley Field, and other eminent 
lawyers, and it was sound and yalid. Mr. Field 
stated thiat his principal opposition to the Attor- 
ney-General’s suit was because of the charge of 
fraud, but he opposed it also because of the charge 
of insolvency. He would not deny that the charge 
of insolvency preferred against the Manhattan was 
well foanded. Although Mr. Kneeland — 
ly assvired him that the Manhattan would pay its 
obligattions to the other companies, it was his (Mr. 
Field's) private opinion that the company could 
mot pey. In answer to a question by Mr. Stet- 
s0n whether the Attorney-General’s second sult 
brought against the Manhattan on the ground of 
insolvency was opposed by him, the witness said 
he believed the New-York Company did oppose 
that snit. The latter company did not want an 
Receivers appointed, and opposed everything tend- 
Ing that way. He ceased his opposition only when 
he heard that the Manhattan Company had con- 
sented to the appointment of Receivers, and tat 
their appontment was inevitable. About the 15th 
of July be signed Messrs. Dillon’s and Hopkins’s 
bonds as Receivers. Mr. Stetson called Mr. Field’s 
attention to the fact thatafew days after signing 
the Receivers’ bond he made his application to get 
the New-York Road back, and asked him if that 
‘was a sincere move on his part. The witness said 
it was. He really wanted the road, and he still 
"wanted it. He would like to get it back even now 
if he could doso legally. The decision of Judge 
Westbrook denying his application was a surprise 
and a disappointment to him, and up tothe time 
that the decision was rendered he thought there 
was a fair chance-of the New-York Road being re- 
turned to him. 

Mr. Stetson asked Mr. Field if he understood that 
while his application for the New-York Road was 
pending Judge Westbrook was writing letters con- 
taining points adverse to the restoration of that 
road. Mr. Field said that he did not understand 
anything of the kind. Mr. Stetson then read two 
or three of the letters written by Judge Westbrook 
to Wager Swayne, and among others the one in 
which the Judge made use of the expression ‘to 
accomplish this resuit I am willing to go to the 
verge Of judicial discretion,” and asked whether 
Mr. Field knew of the existence of such letters at 
the time they were-written. The witness answered 
that he did not know of the letters until he saw 
gg published in the newspapers of Sunday morn- 
Hing 


“*Do you not consider that these written utter- 
ances of the Judge were prejudicial to your inter- 
ests?’’ asked Mr. Stetson. 

They certainly were not favorable to my appli- 
ation for possession of the New-York Road.” 

‘Hud you been aware that Judge Westbrook had 
written such letters would you have permitted 
your case to have been argued before him?” 

“IT should have done just what my lawyer ad- 
vised,”’ answered Mr. Field calmly. When asked 
what he thought the “judicial discretion” letter 
indicated, the witness said that it indicated that the 
Judge wanted to preserve the whole property to- 
ether, and that he was notin favor of restoring 
ithe New-York Road to its owners. Mr. Field said 
he did not know of the issuing of the order at 
Monticello and of its being filed; in the County 
Cler);’s office at Albany until it had all been done. 

Mr. Harris read over the letter of Judge West- 
browk,in which the latter says, To accomplish 
this result Iam willing to goto the verge of judi- 
cial discretion,” and asked, ‘** Now do you consider 
that it was inimical to your interests to have this 
result, viz., the payment of the debt by the Man- 
hat.tan Company—inimical to your interests ?”’ 

“ Well, no; not if the Manhattan Company could 
pay its debts in full,” 

To Mr. Stetson Mr. Field said he was present at 
the hearing of the application to the court for 
power to issue Receivers’ certificates. He offered 
no objections to the proceeding and made no ob- 

ection to the form of the order as finally made. 

e did not believe that anybody on earth would 
take the certificates; did not regard them as ary 
kind of securities. 

Mr. Stetson—You said that you were surprised at 
Judge Westbrook’s order refusing your application 
for possession of the New-York Road. Would you 
have been surprised had you previously read those 
letters of Judge Westbrook’s? 

Mr. Field—I do not think I am called on to ex- 
press = opinion about letters. Everybody ean 
form their own opinions. 

After the conclusion of Mr. Fielé’s examination 
Mr. Perry read a note from Jay Gould, in which 
the latter stated that he commenced to buy Man- 
hattan stock Oct. 1, 1881, and between that date 
and Oct. 22 he had completed the purchase of 20,000 
shares at a cash cost of $599,031 25. 

Mr. Stetson objected to receiving the note as evi- 
fence. He said he had asked Mr. Gould to give 
him a statement in detail of his purchases of Man- 
battan stock, and such a statement had been prom- 
ised. The committee directea that Mr. Gould 
camry be requested to send in a detuiled state- 
mnent. 

Trenor W. Park, another millionaire railway 

agnate, was the next wituess. Being asked if he 
knew anything about the Lebanon Springs Rail- 
road, and if he would give a history of its organiza- 
tion and present condition, Mr. Park began a state- 
ment which occupied nearly an hour. In 1875, on 
the failure of the New-York, Boston and Montreal 
Company, the Lebanon Springs Road became a 
separate concern, and was the property of its 
bondholders and free of debt. By consent of John 
Bloodgood and witness the road was put into the 
hands of R. C. Root, who was to operate it and 
keep it free of debt and appropriate the net 
earnings to himself, but was also to sur- 
render it on one ‘day’s notice. In 1879 
or 1880 the Housatenic Road managers were 
seeking a union of ‘interests with the Lebanon 
Springs Road, but pe’ading these negotiations a bill 
was filed by one Mar vin Sackett, who had recently 
bought seven or eigiit bonds, for the appointment 
of a Receiver. The, suit was begun before Judge 
Westbrook. Edwird Newcomb, an Albany lawyer, 
came down tothe Buckingham Hotel on a Sunday 
and saw witness, saying he was to appear for Mr. 
Root, who was stilirunning the road, and that a Re- 
ceiver had been asked for. Witness was very much 
disgusted at it and toa Newcomb so, and said the 
road did not want any Reeeiver, and was then out 
of debt and trying to get a business connection. 
Newcomb said he thought the court would ap- 
pointa Receiver, anyway. Witness said, ** What, 
for a suit of $5,000 or $7,000, and run the road into 
debt and e7nbarrassment?”’ Newcomb said he 
thought the court would do it, anyway, and that 
be wanted J. W. Van Valkenburgh to be ap- 
pointed Feceiver. Witness said no Receiver 
‘was wanted, but if any was to be appointed they 
wanted a Housatonic Railway man appointed, as 
that line had an interest in the Lebanon Springs 
Road being kept in good condition. Newcomb 
said he “* was so far committed to Van Valkenburgh 
itaat hecouldn’t go back on it.’”’

Jobn W, Van Valkenburgh, the man whom Judge 
Westbrook made Receiver of the Lebanon Springs 
Railroad, was in attendance before the committee, 
and as he wished to return early last evening to 
Albany, where he resiaes, he was excused until to- 
morrow. 

Russell C. Root was examined by Mr. Perry. He 
said that he resided in New-York and was Presi- 
dent of the Bennington and Glastonbury Railroad 
and the Harlem Extension Railroad and the South 
Coal and Transportation Company. He took posses- 
sion of the Lebanon Springs Railroad in September, 
1877, after it had been abandoned and idle for about 
six weeks, He entered into an agreement with 
Mr. Trenor W. Park, by which he was to run the 
road without loss to its owners and to hold himself 
in readiness to give it up at one day’s notice. He 
would have made the road pay expenses had he 
been able to collect all that was due him. The wit- 
ness surrendered possession of the road early in 
October, 1880, Some time before that he was served 
with papers in a suit brought by Marvin Sackett to 
have a Receiver appointed. The only indi- 
viduals named in the complaint as defend- 
aut» were the witness and Daniel Butter- 
field. After seeing Mr. Park, Mr. Root 
employed Mr. Ostrander, of New-York, as counsel 
and answered the complaint by putting in a gen- 
eral denial. A week or two afterward Mr. Van 
Valkenburgh called upon the witness and informed 
him that he would like to be appointed Receiver, 
Mr. Root was not in favor of having a Receiver ap- 
pointed, but Mr. Van Valkenburgh seemed to think 
that a Receiver would certainly be appointed, and, 
if he was not named, Mr. Henry A. Tilden would 
be. After the appointment of Mr. Van Valken- 
burgh as Reeeiver Mr. Root proposed to continue 
operating the road on condition that he should be 
allowed to take the pm to pay the running ex- 
penses, Mr. Van Valkenburgh would not consent 
to that proposition, and after that the witness re- 
turned the rolling stock to the parties from whom 
he bad leased it. Mr. Root said that he knew of 
the judgments obtained against the road by Henry 
A. Tilden and others for land damages after the 
Receiver had been appointed. The suits were 
heard before a Referee, in Troy, and, so far as the 
witness knew, nobody interested in the road was 
notified at the time. Judgments to the amount of 
about $30,000 were given by default, the Receiver 
stating that he regarded the claims as just.

THE PENALTY OF FOOLHARDINESS. 
ROE, 

A GYMNAST KILLED BY A FALL FROM A 
ROPE 8TRETCHED ACROSS HOUSE-TOPS, 
James Seman, an athlete, who advertised 

himself as “* Professor S. J. Dare, the Man Fly,”’ was 

fatally injured yesterday afternoon by a shocking 
accident during a tight-rope performance in Fiush- 
ing, Long Island? Seman was a well-built man, of 
pleasing address, and has been known for many 
years asa daring and graceful performer on the 
tight-rope. He had once been with Barnum, but of 
late years had performed on his own account in 
various towns throughout the country. It was 
his custom to give two performances at any town 
in which he appeared, stretching a rope from the 
house-tops across the principal street, and taking 
be a collection after his exhibition from the crowd 
of spectators who gathered to witness it. His per- 
formance began with a trapeze act, after which he 
did a number of astonishing things on tne tight 
rope, such as walking blindfolded and traversing 
the rope with his body fastened in asack. About 
three months ago he fell while going through 
some of his dangerous mid-air mancwuvres in Cali- 
fornia, striking upon his head. He remained in- 
sensible for 10 days, but after his recovery, 
though earnestly besought to abandon his 
dangerous calling, declined to do s80, say- 
ing he had no fear of a repetition of the 
accident. The injury to his head resulted in per- 
mauent deafness in his left ear and a certain numb- 
ness of the face, of both of which injuries he com- 
plained yesterday when he left this City to perform 
at Flushing. He had been stopping with his aunt, 

Mrs. Adelaide H. Odell, who lives at No. 239 Ninth- 

avenue, in company with his wife and child,a 

bright little lad only 6 years eld. He took with him 
for his exhibition a stout rope, which he stretched 
across Bridge-street from the roof of the building 
occupied by the Long /sland Times tothe roof of 
the feed store of Bowne Brothers, at a distance 
of 80 feet from the ground. He made the rope taut 
by twisting it with a billet of wood, which 
he negiected to fasten, excepting to secure 
it by placing the billet against the chimney, 
and relying upon the pressure of the rope 
to hold it. This was apparently sufficient to 
hold it firmly in position, for Seman went through 
the first part of the performance safely in the 
yresence of about 150 persons. Afterward, having 
lindfolded himself with a handkerchief, he started 
out fearlessly across the rope, balancing: himself 
with his pole and joking with the spectators. He 
had the day previous been told that this daring 
and foolhardy feat would some time result in his 
death, but he laughed at the caution. 

During his previous acts he had by some means 
deranged the billet of wood which held the 
rope taut, and just as he reached the middle 
some bricks in the chimney against which 
the billet rested were displaced, the_ billet 
itself slipped, and the rope suddenly slackened. 
Seman lost his footing by this unexpected move- 
ment, dropped his{ pole, and fell asteide the rope, 
He bounded back in the air from the force of the 
fall, made a frantic effort to catch the rope, and 
then fell backward to the roadway, striking upon 
his shoulders and back of his head. The blow ren- 
dered him insensible, and he was picked up uncon- 
scious and was borne to a neighboring hotel. Here 
it was found that his skull was fractured at the 
base, and that he had received serious in- 
ternal injuries. A card was found in his pocket 
which contained his address, and at 2:30 o'clock, 
a few minutes after his fall, a telegram was sent to 
his aunt’s house informing his relatives of the 
terrible accident. Mrs. Seman was out visiting 
Washington Market, which she had never seen be- 
fore, when the telegram arrived, and did not get 
the distressing news until her return. She hurried 
to the train, but did not reach Flushing until about 
7 o’clock. afew minutes too late to see her hus- 
band while he was yet alive. Seman lingered until 
6:40 o'clock, when he died, having been uncon- 
scious ever since his fall. 

Coroner Miiller, of College Point, was notified, 
and, summoning a jury. viewed the remains and 
gave orders for their proper disposal for burial. 
All witnesses of the accident declare that Seman 
could have saved himself had his eyes not been 
blindfolded, and itia certain the accident could 
not have occurred at all had the gymnast taken 
the precaution of tying the billet rs wood instead 
of simply allowing it to press against the chimney. 
The dead man is said to be the son of a clergyman 
who is editorially connected with a Norwich 
(Conn,) newspaper. He Is highly spoken of by his 
friends, and was well liked and popular with town 
folks in general. He belonged to several Masonic 
lodges, and that fraternity will see that he re- 
ceives a decent burial. It is not known whether 
his wife bas any means of support, as she is too 

rostrated with grief to speak either of her own or 
ner husband’s affairs, It is believed that the Coro- 
ner’s jury will recommend the prohibition of such 
performances as Seman essayed in future.

WRECKS AND DROWNINGS. 

Capt. Baker, of the steam-ship Niagara, of 
Ward’s Line, which arrived from Havana yester- 
day. reports that at 8 A. M. on Sunday, when off 
the coast, several pieces of wreckage were seen in 
the water. They appeared to be portions of the 
upper deck of a steam-ship, but no name board 


could be seen among the wreckage. Capt. Wright, 
of the bark Lewis Smith, which reached this port 
from Antwerp yesterday, reports that on March 31, 
white in the English Channel], Anton Lopez, a sea- 
man, fell overboard and was drowned. He wasa 
native of Brazil and 28 years of age. In latitude 40° 20’ 
and longitude 59° 20’, the brig Blanche was sighted, 
with her feretopmast gone. The master of the 
bark, Charles A. Sparks, from Cazones, Mexico, 
states that on Feb. 22, while in harbor in Cazones, 
Johannes Witt, a Danish seaman, was drowned by 
the capsizing of a boat. The schooner William A. 
Murrell, Capt. McCann, from Cape Ann, with a 
cargo of stone for the New-York Dock Depdrt- 
ment, went ashore on the middle channel reef 
while passing through Hell Gate on Sunday. Yes- 
terday afternoon she was lying in a bad position.

BOOK-MAKING AT JEROME PARK. 

The American Jockey Club procured in Sep- 
tember last from Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, an injunction restraining the 
Police Commissioners and their subordinates from 
interfering with book-making during the Fall races 
at Jerome Park. Protected by the order of the court, 
the gamblers practiced their art}without hindrance, 


When the suit in which the temporary injunction 
was obtained was called for trial before Judge Lar- 
remore, in Supreme Court, Special Serm, yester- 
day, the plaintiffs did not appear. Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel E. H. Lacombe, who appeared 
for the Police Commissioners, moved for the disso- 
lution of the preliminary injunction and the dis- 
missal of the complaint. He also asked for an ex- 
tra allowance on the ground that the action was 
not brought in good faith, but only as a cover to 
the obtaining of the preliminary injunction. Judge 
Larremore dissolved the injunction and dismissed 
the complaint, with costs, but refused the extra 
allowance, stating that he never granted allow- 
ances in equity suits unless an actual trial had 
been had. 
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' A NOVEL EXHIBITION. 
THE MADISON-SQUARE GARDEN’S SMALL BUT 
GREATLY PUZZLED AUDIENCE. 


One of the most extraordimary exhibitions 
ever witnessed in this or any other country, ac- 
cording to a gentleman who has made a fortune 
through writing advertisements for circuses and 
menageries, was that given last evening in the 
Madison-Square Garden. The programme described 
the entertainment as one of a series of ‘* Evenings 
with Artista,” and furthor set forth that it was 
an artistic and musical exhibition. on the plan 
of industrial fairs. It was also announced 


that the exhibition would be continued during the 
week; that a number of artists would be engaged 
at ainting, drawing, and modeling in clay as in 
their studios; that the band of the Fifth United 
States Artillery, in full uniform, would furnish the 
music; that the trumpeters of the regiment would 
give the principal roll and drill ‘calls’? during the 
intermission, ( kind permission of Col. John 
Hamilton,) and that it would afford great pleasure 
to the artists present, both workers and spectators, 
if “allour military friends would kindly come in 
uniform.” At 8 o'clock, the time fixed for the 
band and artists to begin work, the rain was gently 
dropping on the Garden’s roof and in 
the surrounding streets. The windows showed 
that the interior was brilliantly lighted. Electric 
lights buzzed and shrieked at the Madison-avenue 
entrance, and the passers by looked curiously at 
the builaing. There was an utter absence of ticket 
speculators, and there was no noise or confusion 
either outside or within the building. It was as 
quiet as the Morgue. The stalwart form of Capt. 

illiams was absent from the lobby, and none of 
his officers were discovered near by. 

A boyish ticket-taker ushered a Tres reporter 
into the vast inclosure. A floor had: been laid as 
though for a ball, the electric lights and the many- 
colored gas-lights, in rainbow curves in the rafters, 
were brightly burning, and in the eentre or the 
building was a platform about 70 feet in length, 15 
feet in width, and raised about 2 feet 6 inches from 
the floor. Seated on this platform was the band of 
the Fifth United States Artillery in full uniform, 
and scattered around the ferocious-looking horn- 
blowers and drummers stood mild-mannered men 
at easels, or with lumps of clay on little stands. 
Probably 100 men and women surrounded this 
stage, looking in wonderment at the musicians and 
the artists, and then at the line of flower-pots 
around the edge of the platform. Probably 100 
other men and women wandered in the remote 
portions of the building or sat in the private boxes. 
Nearly every countenance was pale and expectant. 
A few young men tried to laugh, but after a faint 
smile stared vacantly about as though unable to 
answer the conundrum. The hundreds of vacant 
chairs added to the general gloom, and the conduct 
of a man in the uniform of a private in an ee 
regiment of the regular Army was watched wit 
much anxiety. This uniformed personage was Mr. 
J. Haggerty, the master-spirit of the entertainment, 
To the almost frantic reporters he merely said that 
the rain certainly prevented a better attendance. 
Soon the musicians were astir, and the spectators 
awoke from their reveries by hearing the most ter- 
rific noise that a well-regulated band of musicians 
could possibly make. The artists began work in 
the midst of this horrible awakening, and the spec- 
tators clung close to the stand as though about to 
witness a balloon ascension. 

The names of the artists were painted on small 
cards, which were tacked to the edge of the plat- 
form, and the spectators saw Mr. E. Drasser palnt- 
ing with startling rapidity what is usually called a 
picture from still life, representing flowers, fruits, 
glassware, and crockery. Mr. M. Diamond, in 
evening dress, gracefully posed before an easel, 
and began the drawing of a crayon likeness of a 
remarkably handsome young man of the artist’s 
own style of beauty. Mr. R, Sellig, Sr., stood ata 
little table close to the man with the bass drum, 
and with several pounds of clay formed in its 
rough state the statuette of a gladiator. Three 
feet from this sculptor stood his son, R, Sellig, Jr., 
also at a little table. The son was seemingly 
seratching specks froma plaster of paris image. 
At the chief cornetist’s elbow Prof. D. Ehriich, in 
evening dress, with long, bushy, black hair, and 
wearing an opera hat, was drawing a pair of 
cherubs with a erayon on white paper. Mr, 
Adolph Stahr hurriedly painted a scene from 
the arctic regions, and J. T. Jones painted from 
life the portraits of two boyish soldiers. The artist 
who attraeted most attention, and who was said 
to be one of the greatest caricaturists of modern 
times, was H. C. Caultans. On a sheet of white 
paper about 6 feet in length and 3 feet in width he 
drew without doubt the most frightful caricatures 
of John Kelly, Peter Cooper, Samuel J. Tilden, and 
Gen. Grant ever gazed upon by human eyes. 
Yet the spectators merely seemed bewil- 
dered and made no sign that they desired 
to wreak summary vengeance upon _ him. 
The band played furiously at intervals, and dur- 
ing the intermissions the artists and musicians ao- 
cepted Mr. Haggerty'’s invitation to visit a large 
room inthe Madi{son-avenue front of the Garden 
and there to partake of claret wine, beer, cheese, 
and crackers. Mr. Haggerty has contracted to 
pay $350 a night for the Garden for every night 
this week. It was said last evening that he has 

“plenty of money,’’ and desired to givea novel 
exhibition. The spectators seemed to be satisfied 
that it was certainly a novel affair, and asked each 
other as they went from the Garden, What wasity”’ 


THE REV. DR. BEVAN. 
A FAREWELL RECEPTION TENDERED TO HIM 
BY WELSH RESIDENTS. 

A farewell reception was tendered the Rev. 
Dr. L. D. Bevan, until recently Pastor of the old 
“ Brick”? Presbyterian Church, No. 410 Fifth-ave- 
nue, by the Welsh residents of New-York, last 
night, at the Welsh Presbyterian Church, Thir- 
teenth-street and Third-avenue. The building was 
crowded. Mr. William Jeremiah was chosen Chair- 


man of the meeting, and upon the pulpit platform 
with him sat the Rev. Dr. W. C. Roberts, of Eliza- 
beth; the Rev. G. W. Humphries, Mr. G. W. Grif- 
fith, Mr. Thomas E. Powell, and Mr. William B. 
Jones. The Manhattan Choral Union, composed 
of about 100 voices, led by Prof. Price. enlivened 
the exercises by choruses and glees, Resolutions 
complimentary to Dr. Bevan and expressing deep 
regret at his departure for Europe, which takes 
place to-morrow, were passed amid applause, and 
a bound copy of them presented to the Doctor in 
a witty speech by the Rev. Mr. Roberts, who said, 
in closing, that ‘‘there remained with Dr. Bevan’s 
host of triends in America lingering echoes of his 
kind words and green memories of his good decds 
that can never fade away.” The Rev. Mr. Hum- 
phries also spoke feelingly of the departure, wishing 
the guest of the evening great success in his 
old home, In replying to these kindly addresses, 
Dr. Bevan said he candidly felt that the compli- 
ments he had listened to belonged not to him. 
Fame had come upon him suddenly—indeed, be- 
fore he knew it. However much he might be dis- 
posed to regard himself as a great man, candor 
compelled him to acknowledge that he owed all his 
claim to the title to a certain reporter. ‘‘ These are 
wonderful men, these reporters,” said the Doctor, 
“so polite and gentle, but they turn you inside out 
before you know it. I told my friend the reporter 
everything he asked me, giving as my reason for 
leaving America that I theught it my duty. I told 
him ot the differences between English and Aameri- 
can society, and he thought differences meant 
preferences. His report was published, and I am 
famous. It went allover the land. I saw it the 
other day in a California paper. Editors took itu 
and wrote nice paragraphs about me. But I suf- 
fered in the bands of that Polyphemus of the lit- 
erary world, the so-called religious editor. Their 
aecounts of my ‘preferences’ were vile and scur- 
rilous enough. The real reason for my departure 
lies in the faet that ‘Israel must follow the lead- 
ings of Israel’s Goa.’”’

AN ORDER OF ARREST VACATED. 

In April last an action was commenced in 
the Superior Court by Mr. Bachman against Leo 
Goldmark, a lawyer of this City, and an order of 
arrest was obtained from Judge Truax, against 
Mr. Goldmark on the ground that he had sold a 
certain bond and mortgage and falsely represented 
the same to be a good Investment and the property 


mortgaged ample security. A motion was there- 
after made before Judge Truax to vacate the 
order of arrest upon the ground that no false rep- 
resentations had been shown and no damage or 
injury sustained by plalntiff, inasmuch as the mort- 
gage was a bona fide one and the property worth 
more than the mortgage. It appeared that the 
offer to sell the mortgage was made on the 27th of 
July, and plaintiff kept the proposition under con- 
sideration until the 8th, when the purchase was 
consummated, and that an ample opportunity 
to make inquiries was thus afforded by Mr. Gold- 
mark to Mr. Bachman. Althoug it was 
contended by Mr. Bachman that the interest on 
the mortgage had not been paid, it was proved 
that this was untrue. The assessed value of the 
propestT, according tothe tax receipts, which is 
always lower than the actual value, was shown to 
be greater than the amount of the mortgage. It 
was aiso shown that at the time of the commence- 
ment of the action the title to the property was 
perfect. It was charged by Mr. Goldmark that the 
proceeding was a vexatious one, and instituted for 
the purpose of annoying and harassing him. He 
proved that no demand was made upon him until 
the 6th of April, although the undertaking filed by 
plaintiff to procure the order of arrest was exe- 
cuted on the 5thof April—a day previous. The 
motion was argued by ex-Judge Dittenhoefer for 
Mr. Goldmark, and was opposed vi : Mr. 8. St. J. 
McCutchen, counsel forthe plaintiff. After the argu- 
ment, which was concluded last week, the court 
took the papers and reserved its decision. Yester- 
day Judge Truax filed his decision granting the 
motion and vacating the order of arrest.

A VERDICT FOR THE CITY. 

The pavement between the tracks of the 
Second-Avenue Railroad having got into bad con- 
dition inthe Spring of 1877, the Commissioner of 
Public Works ordered the railroad company to re- 
pairit. The company failed to do as requested, 


and the Commissioner of Public Works did the 
becessary work at a cost of $1,981 42. This 
sum the railroad company refused to repay the City, 
and a suit for it was brought in the Supreme 
Court. The defense was that the railroad company 
was bound to keep in repair only its tracks or road- 
ways, and not the space bounded by the innermost 
rails of its two tracks. The City insisted 
that as, under the lease between it and 
the projectors of the ratlroad company, the 
latter was bound to keep in good condition all 
the pavement “in and about” its rails, it was 
necessarily its duty to keep in repair all the space 
included within its two outermost rails, all this 
space being used by it either in running cars or in

THE VACANT COMMISSIONERSHIPS. 
MAYOR GRACE TO SUBMIT NAMES TO THE 
ALDERMEN TO-DAY, 

Mayor Grace said yesterday that he would 
certainly nominate successors to Police Commis- 
sioner Sidney P. Wichols and Park Commissioner 
Smith E. Lane at to-day’s meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen. He would, however, give no hint as to 
who he would ask the Aldermen to confirm. There 
was, of course, a good deal of speculation among 
local politicians yesterday regarding the probable 
action of the Mayor, but the latter has kept his 
Own counsel so closely that it is safe to say nobody 


outside of his office will know who will be nomi- 
nated until the names are announced to-day. Park 
Commissioner Lane formally notified Mayor Grace 
last week that he elaimed that his term of office 
did not expire until the end of the present year. 
Corporation Counsel Whitney has given the Mayor 
an opinion that the term has already es and 
Mr. Grace will act on that opinion. Although Mr. 
Lane’s suecessor Is to be nominated so soon, there 
is very little interest shown by the politicians in the 
matter. Among the names which have been 
spoken of in eonnection with the Park Com- 
missionership are those of Col. Lawrence 
Kip, Frederick Law Olmstead, and__ Presi- 
dent Daniel Huntington, of the National 
Academy of Design. It should be said, however, 
that many prominent political leaders express the 
opinion that neither of these gentlemen will be 
nominated by the Mayor, On the other hand, it is 
universally believed that the nominee will not be 
actively identified with any political faction. The 
special interest of the City Hall *‘statesmen”’ is 
centred on the Police Commissionership, and 
numerous stories, more or less plausible, were 
afloat yesterday ‘regarding the matter. <A 
number of new names have recently been 
added to the list of alleged candidates for the 
place occupied by the Tammany Commissioner, 
Among other stories heard yesterday was one to 
the effect that Mayor Grace would nominate Wil- 
liam M. Ivins, his private Secretary, but it may be 
said on the best authority that there is no truth in 
this report. Another current rumor was that the 
Mayor’s choice had fallen upon Police Justice But- 
ler H. Bixby. This, too, may be set down as a wild 
story. A third new name lately mentioned for the 
Police Commissionership is that of Randelph B. 
Martine, the Chairman of the Tammany Hall anti- 
Kelly General Committee, better known as the Pur- 
roy Democracy. It is known that Mr. Martine has 
been strongly recommended tothe Mayor, but with 
how much effect is, of course, not known. 
It has been understood for some time that the can- 
didate of the County Democracy for Mr. Nichols’s 
place is Excise Commissioner William P. Mitchell. 
Men who claimed to know said yesterday, how- 
ever, that Mr. Mitchell’s chances had grown less 
within a week. Dock CommissionerJohn R. Voor- 
his bas also been put forward as a possible nomi- 
nee for the vacant Police Board desk, but it is sald 
that he bas not been as persistently urged uponthe 
Mayor as someof the other candidates. Some 
shrewd politicians declared yesterday that they 
would not be surprised if Mayor Grace quietly ig- 
nored the *‘ claims’ of all the candidates who have 
been talked about and sent inthe names of two 
men who had not been mentioned at all. So far 
asthe action of the Board of Aldermen is con- 
cerned, nobody expects that either of the nomina- 
tions made to-day will be at once confirmed. The 
Aldermen will find out who they are asked to con- 
firm, and then op f will be ready to engage in the 
familiar business of ** dickering.”’ 


THE STOKES WILL CASE. 
EVIDENCE GIVEN BY HENRY STOKES AND 
CLINTON GILBERT. 

When the Stokes will case was called up be- 
fore Surrogate Rollins yesterday, Mr. Bangs, of 
counsel for Mrs. Dale, informed the court that Dr. 
Draper was confined to his house on account of ill- 
ness, and asked that some other witnesses be 
heard. Mr. Evarts objeeted to the taking of other 


evidence until all the testimony of Dr. Draper was 
in, and moved for a postponement, but afterward 
consented to go on with the case. After several 
questions addressed by Mr. Bangs to Mr. Brainard, 
associate counsel with Mr. Evarts, as to where the 
original of one of the exhibits was and by whom it 
had been copied, Henry Stokes, brother of James 
Stokes, was called to the stand. He stated that he 
was the President of the Manbattan Life Insurance 
Company. His relations with bis brother for some 
time previous to the latter’s death were not very 
intimate, because their social inclinations were 
different. He had some business tranfactions with 
James, and was his debtor in the sum of 
$11,000. Witness noticed that for about two 
or three years before his brother’s death his 
health began to fail, his movements were 
feeble, he steoped more, his gait was more 
unsteady, and witness had the imprezsion 
that his brother’s mind was failing, together with 
his physical health. He went to his Shouse the day 
before Mrs. James Stokes's funeral, and on that 
oceasion he found his brother greatly depressed 
both physically and mentally. The next time he 
saw his brother was on the 284d of May following, 
when witness and his wife called on him. He in- 
tended to speak to James about the $11,000 which 
he owed him, and the interest on which he had 
sometime previous asked him by letter to reduce. 
On arriving at his brother’s house witness found 
there his son William and two of his daughters. 
James did not seem totake any pleasure in the 
conversation. If asked a question he would begin 
an answer, then hesitate, and walt until Wiiliam 
helped him out by recalling to his memory events 
that had taken place and were necessary for the 
answer, after which James would exclaim, ‘‘ Yes, 
that isso."’ Witness judged from his manner that 
both the body and mind of his brother were 
affected, and did not broach the subject of the 
business upon which he had intended to speak. 
He was prevented from doing so more on account 
of what his brother failed to say than of what he 
did say, and he did not think him competent to do 
any business. On the cross-examination by Mr. 
Evarts witness said he believed James's speech 
was affected by a set of false teeth which he wore. 

The next witness was Clinton Gilbert, a brother- 
in-law of James Stokes. His relations with him 
were almost purely social, and he did not transact 
business with him. Up to 1878 he seemed to enjoy 
good health, and his mind was sound and vigorous. 
But in the early part of 1879 a change came over 
him, He was much broken down and had to walk 
with the aid of his cane, upon which he leaned 
heavily. ‘There was 4 change in his countenance, 
which to witness indicated a weakening of the 
niind. His face showed a want of expression, and 
when he walked he seemed to do so without any 
purpose. Witness met him often in Madison- 
square, and when he tried to enter into conversa- 
tlon with James, the latter was indisposed to talk. 
Once, in reply to asalutation, James said: “We 
are all going to the poor-house,”’ and then walked 
off. On another occasion he simply walked off. A 
third time, when witness saw Mr. Stokes coming 
from an opposite direction, be purposely turned 
another way so as not to meet him, so affected 
was he by his behavior. The case will be resumed 


this morning. 
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THEOLOGICAL GRADUATES, 
Diplomas were conferred upon 35 young 
men, members of the Senior Class, at the celebra- 
tion of the fortieth anniversary of the Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, which took place in the Madison- 
Square Presbyterian Church last evening. The

The minister was 
in contact with all classes; the highest opulence 
and the most abject poverty were alike familiar to 
his eye. He encountered in his daily walk and 
conversation all modes of thought, all pensions, 
sentiments, and feelings. He must be all things 
to all men,if peradventure he might save some.

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CANAL-BOAT OWNERS.PROTESTING. 
The Canal-boat Owners’ Association of the 
State of New-York, of which G. W. Collins is Pres- 
ident and E. M. Clarkson Secretary, have addressed 
a communication to the Committee on Commerce 


of the House of Representatives concefning a bill 
introduced by Congressman Lewis Beach, entitled, 
“A bill to limit the size of tows on the Hudson 
River, State of New-York.” It is claimed by the 
Canal-boat Owners’ Association that as the bill 
propane to restrict thei tows on that river to 20 

oats it seriously affects the most vital interests of 
the State, as having direct application to its internal 
commerce. It is further claimed that the Legisla- 
ture acted wisely in 1881 in passing a concurrent 
resolution proposing for submission to the people 
amendments to the Constitution of the State abol- 
ishing all tolls on the canals, and that upon the 
adoption of such amendments the commerce of the 
State will be relieved from a serious burden. 
Further, that the bill proposed by Mr. Beach will 
impose upon that commerce a far heavier burden 
than the canal tolls so removed, and thus infliet an 
injury »t atime when assistance is so greatly re- 
quired. <A reduction of the tows will involve, it is 
also declared, serious delays in the transportation 
of produce while waiting to be towed. A reduc- 
tion in size will entail an increase in the number of 
tows, which will be three or four fold greater than 
at present, thus crowding the river at all times 
and places with tows and largely increasing the 
risks of navigation. In conclusion the Canai-boat 
Owners’ Association suggest that Congress should 
not arbitrarily interfere in a matter so entirely 
within the selection and contzol of*individuals in 
the State,
